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Suzuki's Harry Everts won both 
motos of the Aug. 17 125cc MX 
Worid Championship final round in 
Spain to reclaim his World 
Championship. Everts, who wasn't 
expected to be a contender for the 
title after a mid-season broken 
arm, won the first moto in front of 
Michele Rinaldi (TGM) and Torao 
Suzuki (Apr), then bested Tetsumi 
Mitsuyashu (Yam) in the second 
round. Final points standings have 
Everts with 172 followed by 
Rinaldi (142), Eric Geboers (129), 
Mitsuyashu (123) and Marc 
Velkeneers (110).

Did you ever wonder how the 
Sierra Club and other organiza- 
tions of their ilk are able to be 
present in such numbers at every 
hearing, meeting or gathering where 
our future is at stake? It has been some- 
thing of a curiosity to us how a small 
minority of fanatics is able to maintain 
the level of representation which they 
so often display. 

Recently it has become more and 
more evident that we are financing a 
large portion of this representation 
against our interests. That's right! You 
and I are paying some of the bill for 
these fanatics to rant and rave about 
the “rape of the desert.” 

An interesting article appeared in 
the Contra Costa Times last Aug. 11, 
which documents some of the methods 
used by the Sierra Club and others to 
obtain tax dollars to try to enforce 
upon all of us their own particular 
brand of utopia. According to this 
article, the Environmental Protection 
Agency in Washington contracted 
with the State’s Air Resources Board to 
provide a public information program 
on the evils of air pollution. Fine so 
far; the dissemination of this. type of 
information seems somewhat legiti- 
mate in light of the mission of the 
two tax-supported agencies. However, 
it begins to get a little shadier after we 
learn that the California Air Resources 
Board then proceeded to contract with 
the Sierra Club and the Lung Associa- 
tion to “spread the word” for them. 
We don’t know what particular quali- 
fications these two organizations have 
inthe field of public relations, but 
they got the contracts. 

‘How these two organizations spent 
their share of the money is perhaps the 
most interesting part of this tale. Did 
théy mount a massive multi-media ad- 
vertising campaign? Apparently not. 
What they did was send a steady bar- 
rage of lobbyists to Sacramento to lobby 
for a mandatory motor vehicle inspec- 
tion program. Together their contracts 
amounted to something like $325,000 
out of which they paid their representa- 
tives to twist arms of the legislators to 
pass a law which will require you and I 
to pay to have someone make sure all 
of our smog equipment is working 
once a year. 

We have long suspected that a large 
number of our tax dollars are being 
misspent when we see “representatives” 
of the University of California and the 
U.S. Geological Survey and others 
publicly bemoaning the so-called de- 
struction of the deserts and forests by 
motorcycles. However, with the award 
of these public dollars being spent to 
pay for an organization such as the 
Sierra Club to lobby their particular 
point of view, we have seen a new low. 

We are not the only ones who have 
been outraged by this malappropriation 
of public funds. Assemblyman Dan 
Boatright from Concord, CA, has 
publicly announced that he is asking 
the Attorney General of the state to 
fully investigate this incident, and to 
make criminal prosecutions as necessary. 











It looks: like the 1980s might hold 
some pretty rough times for the Sierra 
Clubbers and their friends. If Boatright 
is successful in getting a few of the 
leaders convicted of criminal activity, 
and maybe even do a little time for 
their sins, they will be a little more 
careful and resonable. 

Last week the Phantom Duck an- 
nounced that he was attacking on an- 
other front. The “Mighty Mallard” is 
suing the BLM, the Sierra Club and 
others for personal prejudice. The 
BLM spent an unknown amount of 
public funds to prosecute the Duck in 
the federal court and who knows how 
much additional tax money to run a 
media campaign to publicly defame 
him as a “criminal.” Well, as we all 
know the Duck ended up on top; he 
was cleared of any wrongdoing. 

Now some people would let it die 
there. Fortunately for us, The Phantom 
Duck is not some people. Louie, it 
seems, heard of an event which the 
Sierra Club was holding in the desert. 
They had advertised that they were 
going to go sniff the posies, or what 
ever it is that they do out there. They 
were also going to use vehicles, and 
charge money for this event. Well, 
after having been dragged through the 
courts for alledgedly holding an un- 
authorized event in the desert, the 
Duck became pretty familiar with the 
BLM’s requirements for this type of 
event. When he checked and no one 
could produce the Special Land Use 
Permit for the event — let alone the 
Environmental Impact, Statement — 
he began to wonder whether the 
Bureau plays favorites. When it 
turned out that the BLM must have 
been aware of the event (one of the key 
BLM officials was along as a non-paying 
guest), the Duck got all of his docu- 
mentation together and filed suit for 
personal prejudice. 

It looks like the Sierra Club, the 
BLM and others like them are going to 
find out that desert riders have civil 
rights too. More importantly, we are 
learning how to protect them, and if a 
Federal official tries to use his position 
to take those rights away from us, he’s 
going to jail. 

As off-roaders, we have attended 
hearings, written letters, compromised, 
filed applications, paid fees, rehabili- 
tated the lands, cooperated until we 
are blue in the face. Now some are 
trying a new tactic, it’s called attack. 
We are a majority who has been mis- 
treated, we have been pushed until our, 
backs are to the wall. Maybe those 
days are over, if the bureaucrats dis- 
cover that if they act illegally, we will 
prosecute, we can carry the sting that 
may be necessary to get reasonable 
decisions out of them. 

And while we are attempting to elicit 
some reasonable decisions, we should 
again turn our attention to what is 
perhaps our immediate problem: the 
Desert Plan. In about a week, the final 
plan will be on its way to the printer, 
AMA, CORVA, and some others are 
trying to see to it that off road riders 
have every opportunity to fully partici- 
pate in the final comment process. 

That's right! One more “get out the 
cards and letters” session. I know it 
seems like a non-productive exercise at 
times, but these letters are important. 
If only to set up a stronger case if we 
have to drag them into the courts for 
ignoring us. 

We don't have much of a case if you 
don’t write your letter. 

By the last week of September, the 
final plans will be in the mail. We 
have 30 days to figure out what they 
say and then to get our comments back 
to BLM. Chuck Hollingsworth, Presi- 
dent of the Ventura Ridge Riders 
Trail M.C. and a muckey-muck in 
CORVA, has put together a meeting 
with the BLM on the last Saturday in 
September, the 27th, to give us a sort 








of advance presentation of what is in 
the plan. The meeting will be a joint 
affair between CORVA, AMA and 
anyone else who is interested. The 
purpose is to get as many people as 
possible informed about what is in this 
plan as early as possible. Hopefully, 
this will assist in getting the written 
comments within the 30-day period. If 
you are interested in riding the Desert 
in the future, it might be a good idea 
to show up. The meeting will start at 
10 a.m. and will be held in Duarte 
(near the 605 and 210 freeways) at the 
VFW hall at 1664 E. Huntington 
Drive. Lunch will be served. Call 
Chuck for details at 805/646-6515. ©

Sagebrush Rebellion: Two bills 
in the hopper 


The seeds of rebellion are being 
planted and nutured throughout 
the West. Just as the country was 
founded on rebellion, the grow- 
ing rift between the federal government 
and Western states over land use is 
brewing what has been termed the 
Sagebrush Rebellion. Vast areas of the 
West are controlled by the Bureau of 
Land Management within the United 
States Department of the Interior. The 
BLM, in essence, locks up the land for 
various reasons — usually environ- 
mental — and prevents the states from 
getting any use out of it. This action 
concerns ranchers, miners, loggers 
and off-road motorcyclists. 

Thus, the Sagebrush Rebellion. 
Western states are beginning to fight 
for what they feel is their innate right 
to control land within their 
boundaries. And as the federal 
government continues to lock-up more 
land through legislation which places 
vast treks under laws governing wilder- 
ness, mational forest and desert 
regions, the states lose that much more 
for development and recreation usage. 
For by most accounts, a state will allow 
more land to be used rather than have 
it lie idle. 

This is a states’ rights issue in 
the most classic sense. Rebellion 
advocates cite Constitutional and early 
congressional quarantees that all states 
in the union would be equal. They say 
that federal management of great 
amounts of land in Western states 
(two-thirds of Idaho is owned by the 
feds) gives the states less power over 
their destinies than Eastern states 
have. 





State legislatures in New Mexico, 
Arizona, Utah, Colorado, ; Wyoming, 
Idaho, Nevada and California have 
taken the matter into their own hands 
— or at least, attemped to. Bills 
supporting the Sagebrush Rebellion 
are making their way through these 
state legislatures while Nevada and 
Arizona (and now Caltfornia...Editor.) 
have actually passed such legislation. 

However, the federal government 
ignored the meaning behind the 
Nevada and Arizona statutes. Last 
spring, the Interior Department 
invited Nevada to accept its challenge 
to litigate its Sagebrush Rebellion 
claims in court. The state declined the 
invitation, saying it was not the time to 
litigate the validity of its law which 
says Nevada and not the BLM owns 
lands within the state. 

“We think their legal claim to owner- 
ship of BLM. land is flimsy,” said 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus at the 
time. “Until they persuade the 
Supreme Court they are right, we will 
continue as custodian and manager of 
the lands.” 

Because of this type of thinking on 

the part of the federal government, 
any action by state legislatures at this 
time remains symbolic. ABLM official 
explained that when the Western 
states joined the union, they accepted 
in their constitutions language which 
relinguished certain land to the 
federal government. And the BLM has 
no intention of granting that land 
back — regardless of the premise that 
changing times bring on changing 
needs. 
While the states may not be having 
much luck dealing with federal laws 
through their own legislatures, certain 
members of the United States Senate 
and House of Representatives believe 
they have a better chance. Presently 
two bills are in the congressional 
hopper which, if passed, would 
achieve the same ends the Western 
state legislatures adhere. Sen. Orin 
Hatch (R-Utah) and Rep. James 
Santini (D-Nev.) both have introduced 
legislation that would turn federally 
owned land over to the states. These 
bills, S. 1680 and H.R. 7837, deserve 
the full support of the motorcycling 
community. Hatch’s bill is. in the 
Senate Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee and Santini’s measure in 
the House Interior and Insular Affairs’ 
Subcommittee on Public Lands. No 
hearings have been held for either. 
Write your senators and representa- 
tives and tell them to push for the 
passage of these bills. ` 

Remember, as the federal 
government continues to exert control 
over Western lands, areas for 
recreation will soon dry up. And there 
is no reason to believe BLM will back 
off. The next Washington DisClosed 
will drive this int home by 
examining the California wilderness 
bill, which may have been passed by 
the full House by time you read this 
column.

You asked for it — you got it! The 
future has unfortunately been foretold. 
A recent article appeared in the Victor 
Valley Daily Press that dealt with the 
all-knowing, all-seeing BLM ranger. 
He was made out to be a good guy, a 
hard working soul that patrols 700,000 
acres of open desert by himself, 
Jeramiah Johnson style. Rough and 
tough! Yes, we are talking about the 
same type of ranger that drives a 
$25,000 van with mag wheels, that you 
and I have bought and paid for. It 
would seem from the article that the 
BLM would like to fence the entire El 
Mirage Dry Lake area — the ranger 
describes it as “the ugliest part of his 
patrol range” — and charge admission 
to ride motorcycles and fly airplanes 
on the lake bed.

I would 
assume they are planning to install 
permanent sanitation facilities and so 
forth, you know, a standard park.

The whole idea sounds sickeningly 
stupid to me, but then what else could 
you expect from a government agency 
that is trying to build itself into a 
monster. I cannot imagine an organi- 
zation considering fencing the second 
busiest recreation center in the 
California desert and trying to turn it 
into a park that would collect 
exorbitant fees for something that is 
currently a freebie, something that 
should remain a freebie.

BLM may be considering going right 
to the off-roaders’ heart, if you will, in 
fencing off the El Mirage area.

Write them a 
letter, carbon copy them to your 
federal and state legislators. The 
longer we wait, the closer a fenced off 
El Mirage area becomes. If they can 
take El Mirage away from us, there is 
nothing they cannot do.

Singleton 
shows the way at Pocono

POCONO, PA, AUG. 16 


Dale Singleton made a return trip from the GP 
circuit in Europe to give American competitors 
a lesson in what going fast really means on 
the 2.8-mile Pocono International Raceway 


course at the Winston Cycle 
Jam. Singleton left no doubt that 
his rookie season in Europe has 
refined his road race skills. He 
controlled the 27 lap, 75.6-mile final, 
and pulled an ever increasing lead to 
the finish line. 

“I really feel good. After being over- 
seas so long and having to play second 
fiddle, it's good to be home,” said 
Singleton amidst cheers in winner's 
circle. 


Rich Schlachter earned a second 
place finish in the final after out-duel- 
ing the hottest rider of the weekend, 
Eddie Lawson. The two staged a race 
long two-stroke versus four-stroke bat- 
tle. Schlachter on a Yamaha TZ750 
and Lawson on a factory Kawasaki 
prepared Superbike. Lawson won both 
the Superbike and Expert Lightweight 
Taces, so when it came time for the 
Formula One final he already had a 
bunch of track time under his belt. 





Some notable contenders found 
their way to Pocono, but not to the 
final’s starting grid. Former National 
Champ Gene Romero didn't ride be- 
cause of a bent frame that impaired 
the Busch Beer-sponsored bike's hand- 
ling. Wes Cooley crashed his Yoshimura 
Suzuki in practice and made it 
unridable. Mark Jones went into a 
corner too hard in his heat race and 
crashed his bike into flames, sending 
himself to the Pocono Hospital with a 
compound fracture of the lower right 
leg, contusions to his chest and internal 
injuries. Gina Bovaird was a spectator 
due to a crash at the Suzuka 8-Hour 
race in Japan that injured her hand. 


Freddie Spencer didn’t make it, as 
he had planned to ride his Honda 
Superbike in the National and limped 
acorss the line in the Superbike race 
with an-oil leak. Spencer would have 
gridded in the back if he would have 
ran, as electrical problems kept him 





from running his heat race. Spencer 
had contracted with Honda to run his 
Yamaha TZ750 in only the Daytona 
200 and Laguna Seca National, so,he 


didn't have that bike along. 
Sunny skies and one of the best crowds 


in years brought the final into lap one. 
Ted Boody was left in the starting 
area, frantically trying to get his bike 
started. Kawasaki's Lawson took the 
holeshot — four-stroke style — with 
Schlachter and Singleton in tow. 

By lap two Singleton had the lead 
for good as Microlon-sponsored 
Schlachter, Lawson, Kal-Gard’s Bruce 
Hammer, Cory Ruppelt and Kevin 
Stafford followed. On lap four Ruppelt 
moved on Hammer and despite a mono- 
shock problem, was pacing with the 
leaders. Stafford and Harry Klinzman 
locked into battle. with Klinzmann 
winning out for sixth behind Hammer. 

By lap seven Singleton held a 7,5 
second lead, Lawson was closing on 
Schlachter and behind Ruppelt and

Hammer, a Klinzmann/Stafford/John 
Bettencourt/David Emde dice was set- 
ting up. 

On the next lap Stafford dropped 
out, and on lap nine Ruppelt went out 
while holding his best National position 
ever. He slid out, lost 30 seconds, and 
then the bike seized when he got going 
again. 

Singleton was showing how tough 
the competition in Europe was and 
what it had done for him — he was 
pulling away. By lap 10 Schlachter 
and Lawson were at it, never more 
than a few yards apart for the next 11 
laps. Lawson's game was in the corners, 
while Schlachter had the horsepower 
straights under control. 

On lap 14 the Klinzmann/Emde/ 
Bettencourt battle broke up and the 
trip spread out with Frank McTaggart 
and Rich Chambers behind. Chambers 
took a line past McTaggart on lap 16 


for eighth. On lap 17 both Chambers 
and McTaggart got past Bettencourt. 


Lap 18 saw Schlachter and Lawson 
hang it out, both riding the fine line. 
Lawson highlighted the scuffle when 
at one time he took a slight curve with 
the front wheel in the air, using body 
English to maneuver. Back markers 
got in the way, eventually, and the 
dice came to a close with Schlachter 
getting a bit of breathing room. During 
the fight they had 45 seconds on fourth 
place Hammer. 


The last few laps of the event saw 
Chambers and Klinzmann go at it for 
sixth, and Klinzmann won out. Single- 
ton crossed the line followed by Schlach- 
ter, Lawson, Hammer, Emde, Klinz- 
mann, Chambers, McTaggart and 
Bettencourt. Singleton had lapped up 
to Bettencourt at the finish of the race, 
which had fielded 32 riders. 


“This was my second National this 
year,” the Georgia rider drawled in 
winner's circle. “Believe me, it's 
harder than an afternoon ride in the 
Pocono Mountains. | just read my lap 
board signals (given by his brother 
Toot) and felt comfortable — and 
then it was sort of like a ride in the 
mountains. I don't just want to be the 
best in America, though, I want to be 
the best in the world! 

“Thanks to Beaulieu Carpets of 
America for their support, Arai 
helmets, and of course Taylor White. 
He is the one who brought my career 
to this rocketing point. He's the reason 
for all of this,” said “Pig Farmer” 
Singleton. 

Eddie was riding the wheels off his 
bike,” said Schlachter. “He was giving 
me pressure, but I just mellowed out. 
That helped me hold on. Microlon 
backed me 100 percent this year, 


along with Castrol and Arai.” Schlachter 
locked up the National road race title 
a week before at Laguna Seca. 

“Steve Johnson built me a rocket- 
ship, what more can I say. Thanks 
once again to Kawasaki for all of this,” 
said Lawson.

Kawasaki's Eddie Lawson and 
Honda's Freddie Spencer ran 1-2 
in Pocono's Superbike final, fol- 
lowed to the finish line by new 


Honda team member Mike Baldwin. 
Lawson displaced points leader Wes 
Cooley, who fell into a tie for third 
with David Aldana after Cooley's bike 
DNF. Spencer, formerly tied with 
Aldana for third in the standings, 
brought himself into second in the 
standings, now 10 points behind Law- 
son, with eight of 10 rounds run. 

Baldwin had been away from the 
road race scene for 14 months after a 
heavy crash in June of last year at 
Loudon. He was back at it with a fast- 
paced ride on a Team Honda mount. 

“It’s fine,” said Baldwin concerning 
his leg which was severely broken in 
the Loudon crash. “I’ve been. riding 
my dirt bike and water skiing the last 
four months. I don’t know if I could 
ride a whole GP race, but for Super- 
bikes I'm fine.” 








Baldwin landed his berth with the 
Team Honda effort after team 
member Ron Pierce crashed at the 
Suzuka 8-Hour Endurance race and 
injured his back. Pierce will be out the 
remainder of the season. 

“Sure I wes looking for a ride,” 
Baldwin said of his factory slot. “I 
called up Honda and they said sure. 
They built a whole new bike for me, 
but due to unfortunate electrical prob- 
lems I won't be riding it. I’m riding 
one of Honda's spare bikes today.” 

Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted Wes 
Cooley, Lawson and Kawasaki's David 
Aldana ran into turn one together. By 
lap two Aldana had. moved to second 
with Lawson and Spencer tailing. 
Spencer had to come from the back, as 
he DNF his heat race due to electrical 
failure. Honda supported Roberto 
Pietri and Baldwin followed. 

Soon Fast Freddie had used: his 
usual rear wheel sliding tactics to 
inherit second. On lap four he found 
his line around Cooley to take over the 
lead. Lawson and Aldana followed 
closely with Pietri, Baldwin, Race- 
crafter's-sponsored Harry Klinzmann 
and GSM/Kal-Gard-sponsored Chuck 
Parme a ways back. 5 

Through lap six Spencer, Cooley 
and Lawson were tight. Aldana had 
fallen out of the front-runners’ hunt 
after slipping off the track. He picked 
up in eighth. 

Spencer pulled out of the trio on lap 
seven and started building a lead. Law- 
son inched ahead of Cooley, and Bald- 
win had taken Pietri for fourth. 


Then on lap nine Cooley didn’t 
come around. Spencer had a 3.3 
second lead over Lawson, and from 
there it was 25 seconds to a cluster 
consisting of Baldwin, Pietri and Klinz- 
mann. Parme and Aldana followed. 

On lap 11 Spencer decided to wrap 
up the win and started berserking a 
path around the 2.8-mile course, want- 
ing the lead securely in his grasp by the 
15th lap when the checkered came 
out. But the next time around Spencer 
was dog-paddling through the tight 
turns and looking down at the left side 
of his motor. Lawson caught up and 
passed the leader on lap 14 and took 
off with a healthy lead. 

Baldwin had removed himself from 
the battle with Klinzmann and Pietri 
and went ahead of the two. Klinzmann 
passed Pietri, but Pietri took the 
position back and held it where it 
counted — at the finish line. 

Lawson crossed the line with an 
ecstatic fist shaking attitude. Spencer 
came across a cautious second a long 
ways back and the Baldwin/Pietri/ 
Klinzmann cluster had bunched up 
again and came across in that order. 
Aldana followed the trio. 

The ride did two things for Lawson: 
Put him back in the Superbike points 
lead with two rounds remaining and 
also gave him a new track record — 26 
minutes, 24.767 seconds. 

“They were giving Freddie signals to 
go faster, and then he started slip- 
ping,” said a pale and tired Lawson in 
the pits. He had had only moments to 
rest between the Superbike race and

the Expert Lightweight race which 
preceeded it. “I just stayed smooth and 
I got him on the backside. Staying 
smooth is what did it.” 


“I don't know what the problem 
was,” said Spencer. “In the hairpingl 
had to use second gear. It was a good 
race, though.” When asked why he 
was glancing at his engine late inthe 
race, Spencer replied, “Yeah, there 
was oil down there.” 


“It just feels good to be back 
racing,” said Baldwin. "I knew 
Roberto was behind me. I didn’t 
look back until the last lap, and he was 
there. Superbikes have become a 
strong class with strong riders — I'll be 
happy to ride it next year.” 


Cooley was back at his pits, looking 
a bit depressed. “The first lap I could 
hear it. The second lap I was skidding 
so I knew I was throwing oil. The third 
lap it seized, dropping rpm's. It was a 
valve or something,” said Vetter- 


. sponsored Cooley.

Expert Lightweight 
Lawson lands 
win and title 


POCONO, PA, AUG. 17 
Kawasaki’s Eddie Lawson and 
privateers Dan Chivington and 
Craig Morris ran 1-2-3 in the 18- 
lap, 50.4-mile Expert Light- 
weight final. Lawson, the only rider 
in the field not Yamaha-mounted, took 
the lead on the third lap and was never 
héaded. The win also gave Lawson the 
Expert Lightweight title for the now 
concluded 1980 National road race 
season. Only Pro-Am rounds at Road 
Atlanta and Daytona remain on the 
AMA road race calendar. 

Two riders who could have been 
front runners didn’t compete. Rusty 
Sharp didn’t come to Pocono, and 
Rich Schlachter blew up his engine the 
day before in practice. All of the odds 
weren’t in Lawson’s favor, however. 
Lawson failed to attend the riders’ 
meeting on Saturday, and wasn’t 
aware that riders weren't supposed to 
take a cool-off lap after their heat 
race. Lawson did so after winning his 
heat and was penalized a lap, putting 
him at the back of the grid in the final. 
Lawson was the first rider to show for 
the riders’ meeting Sunday. 

Dan Chivington led Bruce Maus, 
Steve Arnold, Lawsona and Craig 
Morris into corner one at the start, but 
Lawson worked to third on the back 
straight. The next time around Lawson 
took the lead in tight corner number 
two. He was never headed again. 

Chivington held second and Morris 
disputed third with Maus before pullinf 
ahead on lap four. Doug Brauneck, 
Steve Arnold and James Woosley 
followed. 

By lap seven Lawson was lapping 
back markers and Morris had retaken 








second from Chivington, The two 
went at it for three laps and Chivington 
then repassed for second. A good dis- 
tance back was Maus and then 
Brauneck. 

On lap 15 fifth place rider Woosley 
pulled off in turn two with engine prob- 
lems. In sixth, seventh and eighth ran 
Jan Jolles, Gary Penfield and Jeff 
Umrysz. One lap later Umrysz got 
Penfield for seventh. 

Lawson pulled an ever-increasing 
lead and as he came down the front 
straight for the final time his pit crew 
signaled “#21 — National Champ.” 

“Td like to thank Kawasaki and 
Steve Johnson, who tuned the bike. 
Without Steve it wouldn't have been 
possible,” said Lawson as he gave 
Johnson a champagne shower. 

"I couldn't stay with him. I tried, 
but it was too tough,” said runnerup 
Chivington.

PONCA CITY, OK, AUG. 6-10 


It was like an invasion. One thousand motocross 
riders and their families traveled from 46 states 
to Ponca City to compete in the National Mo- 
torsport Association's once-a-year national 





championships. This year's event, 
sponsored by Yamaha and a host 
of other companies, featured five 
days — nearly 50 hours — of 
back to back motocross racing in a city 
that has probably by now earned the 
reputation as the friendliest town in 
the country, at least to motocrossers. 

It was just three years ago that the 
NMA brought its national champion- 
ships to this northern Oklahoma town 
of 30,000. This year entries swelled to 
1,400 — all in search of a national 
NMA title. When the racing ended on 
Sunday the sun shone brightest on 
Kerman, California's George Holland, 
a 15-year-old Suzuki ace who powered 
his way to wins in six motos and 
national NMA titles in the 83cc Stock 
Expert, 83cc Modified Expert, and 
105cc, 12-year and over classes. 

Amid a blistering heat wave the 
popular event got underway with a 
day-long practice on Wednesday and 
continued the next day as 32 of the 61 
classes ran their first motos. The 
climax came Sunday when the final 19 
runoff motos were staged — the third 
motos for riders who had qualified in 
their division contests earlier. 


Holland’s performances dominated 
the week of racing but there were 
other stars. Scott Brown (Suz) of Santa 
Anta, CA, brought home three 
national titles, one each in 105cc 9-11, 
Junior Cycle Modifed Intermediate, 
and Junior Cycle Stock Intermediate 
9-11 classes. Cody Marek (Yam) of 
Rosenburg, TX, took home national 
crowns in the Junior Cycle Stock and 
Modified 6-8 classes. Lowell Thomson 
of Post Falls, ID, rode a pair of Yama- 
has to titles in the 83cc Modified 
Novice 9-11 and Junior Cycle Modified 
9-11 classes. Floyd Robbins (Yam) 
captured NMA titles in the 105cc 
Stock and Modified Intermediate class- 
es: The San Juan, TX, rider finished 
first in all four motos he entered. 


Yamaha-mounted Scooter Stafford 
of Baton Rouge, LA, captured the win 
in the 125cc Stock Expert class with 
three second place finishes. Stafford 
had a crowd pleasing battle with Mil- 
ford, OH's Randy Bryant (Yam) in the 
runoff. The duo stayed ও split second 
apart from the start of the moto with 
Bryant crossing the finish line jsut 
ahead of Stafford. Bryant took second 
place overall in the class.

McCuistion, 
on a Kawasaki, came back from a 
fourth in this first moto to third in his 
second and a first in the Sunday runoff. 


Billy Liles of Fairburn, GA, rode to 
three wire-to-wire finishes in the 250cc 
Expert class for the overall title. Liles, 
a factory sponsored Kawasaki rider, had 
little problem nailing down his run-off 
moto, finishing a comfortable 10 sec- 
onds ahead of second place Clay Hoen- 
shell of Oklahoma City. 


Then there was George — Holland, 
that is. His lap times of 1:50 (plus or 
minus a few seconds) were consistently 


the fastest of the week. To the specta- 
tors on hand, it appeared that Holland 
had little serious competition. His only 
real threat came in the 83cc Stock Ex- 
pert run-off on Sunday when George 
started poorly and had to play catch- 
up to Quartz Hill, California’s Rick 
Hemme. Hemme rounded the first 
turn in front, ahead of Bart Shiflett 
(Suz), Derrik Latham (Kaw) and Hol- 
land. By lap three. however, Holland’s 
fast pace had. propelled him into the 
lead and he stayed there to the end. 
According to Holland it wasn’t a tough 
race. “I didn’t want to fall so I just 
took it easy,” he said afterwards. 


Holland controlled the 83cc Modi- 
fied Expert runoff, finishing a comfort- 


able eight seconds ahead of Ken 
Dunlap (Suz) of Santee, CA. In his 
final race, George led throughout the 
contest to capture the crown in the 
105cc, 12 and up class. 


The NMA is best known for its 
minicycle program and each year the 
Ponta City championships feature the 
world’s largest gathering of Pee Wees 
— aboard their one speed mini ma- 
chines. And this year there was even 
an upset. Italjet-sponsored “King” 
Richard Saxton of Las Vegas, NV, lost 
his NMA crown in the Pee Wee Stock 
class to Bobby Yorba of Dana Point, 
CA. Saxton, however, was predictably 
tough in the Modified Pee Wee class 


and captured the overall win with 
ease. 

Four riders: Billy Liles, Curt 
McCuistin, Keith Turpin, and 
Tommy McCarver returned home 
with more than trophies for their over- 
all wins. Each was presented with a 
$1,000 bonus from Kawasaki for win- 
ning their races with a green machine. 


During the three hour awards cere- 
mony on Sunday evening, promoters 
Ron Hendricksen and Ted Moorewood 
announced that the NMA champion- 
ships will return to Ponca City again 
next year. 


And to those who heard the words, 
that was good news. ®

Intercontinental Speedway Qualifier 





Penhall makes it; 
Autrey, Mauger, Olsen don’t

The Intercontinental (semi) final of the World 
Individual Speedway Championship produced 
many surprises, not so much the fact that blond 
Californian Bruce Penhall came within inches 


of winning the meet, but the 
shock elimination of six-time 
World Champion Ivan Mauger, 
and fellow Jawa-sponsored com- 
rade Ole Olsen. 


Penhall said before the meet started 
that he wanted to win this one to go 
along with his title from the qualifier 
held at Anaheim last November, and 
that’s what he thought he had done. 
After the last heat race against Den- 
mark’s Hans Nielson, in which hardly 
an inch separated the riders, Bruce 
was convinced he had just “pipped” 
Nielson at the post and he waved both 
arms in the air down the back straight- 
away, only to be told on returning to 
the pits that the referee had awarded a 
win to the Dane and second position to 
Bruce. (Nielson has become Penhall’s 
“bogey man” of recent weeks as he also 
beat Bruce in the monthly Golden 
Helmet match race challenge.) With 
the loss of a point in this last race and 
two more points that Bruce lost in his 
third ride, Bruce had a total of 12 

ints, equal with Englishman Cris 

orton. 





A run-off for the title of Intercon- 
tinental Champion between Morton 
and Penhall was virtually won at the 
toss of a coin for starting positions. 
Morton won the toss and chose the fast 
outside gate position, leaving Bruce on 
the hard, slick pole. Both riders gated 
evenly but with a little extra drive on 
the outside Morton took the lead down 
the back straightaway giving him just 
a few vital inches’ lead on the trailing 
American. 

Penhall’s first race saw him get out 
of the start like a gang of bandits, 
leaving class riders Dave Jessup and 
three time World Champion Ole 
Olsen for dead. Likewise, in his second 
race when he walked all over three 
Englishmen, Morton, Davis and Mike 
Lee. 

However in Penhall’s third race he 
lost two very valuable points when he 
was surprisingly beat by Australian 
Billy Sanders and the last qualifying 
rider, Peter Collins. Heat 15 saw 
Bruce's easiést ride when he rode off 
and left Denmark’s Finn Thomsen, 
and Bent Rasmussen, and Finnish 


rider Kai Niemi. | 2:57. 
Heat 20 left an interesting situation 


with Penhall needing a win to take the 
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Penhall came within inches in the run-off of winning the event. 


title and his three opponents, Mauger, 
Nielson and fellow countryman Scott 
Autrey, all needing to win the last race 
to qualify for the world final. A very 
interesting situation with Penhall 
already having enough points, but 
hungry for the title; current World 
Champion. Mauger, probably the 
greatest speedway rider ever, 


‘desparately needing three points to 


qualify for his 15th sucessive world 
final appearance; and Autrey just 
praying that he could get a little extra 
power from his slow machines to get 
that vital win. However out of the blue 
came Nielson to take the flag, or so the 
referee said, followed by Penhall, 
which meant curtains for Mauger and 
Autrey. 

America’s other rider in this meet, 
Autrey, had an uneasy day. He looked 
good in his first race which he won, 
trailed in last in his next, two points 
from his third saw him back in 
contention, but what finally finished 
him was an engine failure in his fourth 
race, when his machine mysteriously 
lost power, and he lost a run-off for 
reserve against Ole Olsen. 


Other surprises in the meet were 
Peter Collins, who finished in the last 
qualifying position, 10th, with seven 
points and Dave Jessup, who started as 
one of the pre meet favorites, scoring 
nine points which included a blown 
big end. 

It’s going to look like a very strange 
world final, with Qlsen as a reserve 
and no Mauger or Autrey. Although 
these three riders may have had a bad 
meet they are still among the top 16 in 





the world and it is a pity they cannot 
display their skills in speedway’s 
premiere event. 

All the three Jawa factory riders, 
Lee, Olsen and Mauger, were down on 
power. Even though Lee qualified, the 
Weslake machines proved to be the 
more powerful. 

Penhall had said before this meet 
that he wasn’t raising his hopes 
too high for the world title, but that 
may now have changed a little. What 
a great ambassador to the sport for 
America Bruce is, always wanting 
more for his country. If he wins the 
title there sure is gonna be a big party.

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Records fall at NMRA 
Golden Gate Nationals

FREMONT, CA, AUG. 9-10 


NMRA's first trek to the rolling hills of northern 
California proved to be a 24K gold experience. 
Fremont Raceway, site of the Golden State 
Classic, provided racers and spectators alike 


with the quickest and most excit- 
ing motorcycle drag race in history 
The first 7.30 second run in Top 
Fuel, the First Pro Stocker in the 


eight second, 150 mph range, the first 
gasoline-powered motorcycle to run 
under eight seconds, the first B/G bike 
in the eights and the first 120-plus 
mph run by a stock motorcycle were 
witnessed by the 4,000 plus spectators. 


Top Fuel 


Top Fuel qualifing was highlighted 
by the top five competitors running in 
the seven second zone. By race’s end, 
six Fuelers had run in the sevens for 
the first time in history! Leading the 
pack was Bo O’Brochta on the 
Terminal Van Lines-owned, Karata 
Enterprises-sponsored Kawasaki. 
O'Brochta, the National ET record 
holder, had head gasket problems 
during qualifing, having blown a pair 
of them. After some frantic thrashing 
Bo rolled out to make the next to the 
last run of qualifing. Anxious for his 
shot at the Fremont surface, 
O’Brochta fired up as the sun slowly 
set behind the surrounding hills. The 
motorcycle rumbled as Bo brought it 
to the line; when the green came on it 
was obvious to the people watching 
that he had a good pass going. As the 
quiet of the afternoon surrounded the 
complex, the announcement came to 
the waiting crowd. “For O’Brochta, a 
new World Record, 7.30 seconds!” 
Bedlam broke out all over the Fremont 
complex as the fans buzzed and fellow 
fuel riders shook their heads and 
headed to congratulate the smiling 
O’Brochta. 

O'Brochta’s 7.30/188 put him 
solidly into the number one spot. 
Number two position went to the 
Kawasaki fueler of Danny Johnson, 
clicking off a 7.727/188. The number 
three qualifing spot went to the Naff- 
Lewis-Thacker Kawasaki ridden by 
Frog Thacker. Thacker's numbers 
were a 7.796/185. National number 
one Jim Bernard was locked into the 
number four spot as the Yamaha ran a 
7.823/181. 

The first round opened with 
O’Brochta on a bye run. Not being 
one to lay down in front of a huge 
crowd, Bo let it all hang out, backing 
up his national record with a 
7.371/190.67. Next up were Thacker 
and the blue, white and red Kawasaki 
of Wayne Davis. The pair left together 
with Thacker going up in smoke at the 
400 foot mark. Frog backed off of the 
throttle and got the smoke problem 
under control. Davis, meanwhile, had 
his motor shut off momentarily as he 
shifted into high gear. Thacker was 
able to get by Davis at this point but 
was himself passed at the top end. 
Davis then held on for the - win, 
running a 7.659/180.72 to Thacker's 
losing 7.957/171.10. The third 


pairing was scheduled to be Elmer 
Trett versus Danny Johnson. However, 
Johnson, crashed in an early morning 
time trial. After a trip to the hospital, 
Johnson was released with a broken 


collarbone, wrist and arm along with 
some expected road rash. Johnson’s 
accident allowed Trett to single into 
the semis. Elmer took the Harley- 
Davidson to a 9.106/170.45 run. The 
final run of the round Bernard against 
Marion Owens. Bernard got the 
Yamaha out first with Owens in hot 
pursuit. The Harley developed 
problems though, as a drive chain 
jumped off the sprocket. Bernard took 
the victory, 7.810/181.45 to Owens’ 
losing 13.50 seconds with no mph 
recorded. 

Round two opened with O’Brochta 
taking on the surprising Wayne Davis. 
O’Brochta launched the Terminal 
Van Lines green machine first and 
held off the hard charging Davis on 
the big end. O’Brochta’s time was 
7.411/180.86 while Davis ran an 
outstanding 7.506/185.56, fastest of 
his career in the losing effort. The 
other semi final saw Trett’s Harley 
taking on the Yamaha of Teson and 
Bernard. Trett seemed to have some 
low gear problems which allowed 
Bernard to take a rather easy lead and 
the win, Bernard ran a 7.948/183.67 
Trett’s troubled 8.679/179.64. 

The Top Fuel final at the Golden 
State Classic brought together two of 
the toughest competitors in the class, 
Bernard and O’Brochta. As the two 
riders left the line, O’Brochta took a 
sizable lead over the game Bernard. At 
the 1000 foot mark, Bernard saw his 
chances of winning were slim and shut 
down the Yamaha. Thus Bo 
O'Brochta had completed his 
incredible racing weekend! Bernard 
ran an 8.517/129.87 to O’Brochta’s 
7.524/181.08. 


Super Eliminator 


Qualifing in Super Eliminator was 
as exciting as Top Fuel. The number 
one spot again fell to Mike Bruso on 
the Power Enterprises A/F Kawasaki. 
Bruso ran a 7.921/174 for his position. 
Close behind Bruso was Terry Kizer on 
the Mo Parsons-owned MTC/Mr. 
Turbo sponsored A/DT, the first rider 
to bring a gasoline fueled motorcycle 
into the seven second zone. Kizer ran a 
7.928/166. Another A/DT, this one 
ridden by Jon Baugh, and sponsored 
by Orient Express Motorcycles was in 
the number three spot. Baugh, the 
Southeast Nationals champ, ran an 
8.15/167. The newest member of the 
R.C. Engineering racing team, Bob 
Malloy, took the number four spot 
with an 8.220/164 pass. 

Mike Bruso opened up eliminations 
as he took his Kawasaki on a 
7.925/173.41 bye run. Next up were. 
Russ Glashan’s and Jon Baugh both on 
Kawasakis. Baugh’s A/DT got out 
slightly ahead of Glashan’s A/Fueler 
and held on, running an 8.749/166.35 
to Glashan’s 10.677/106.76. Kizer 
took on George Babor on the next 
pairing. Kizer got a tremendous start 
enroute to defeating the Kawasaki 
funny bike, 8.178/165.13 to 
8.67/155.97 mph. Mallory and Don 
Hemsley ended the round as Malloy 
took his Kawasaki to an 8.437/148.76.

Meanwhile, Hemsley was running a 
9.189/88.40 in the losing effort. 

The final round pitted a pair of 
A/DT’s against each other as Baugh 
faced Terry Kizer. When the riders 
left the starting line the race was even, 
but quickly, Kizer pulled ahead of 
Baugh. When the win light came on in 
Kizer's lane the numbers read: Kizer 
8.039/166.05, Baugh 8.387/161.29. 


Pro Stock 


For the first time in motorcycle drag 
racing history, the top four qualifiers 
all ran in the eights! With a new 
National ET and MPH Record 
qualifing went like this: Number One 
was Terry Vance on the Vance and 
Hines Racing-owned, Suzuki- 
sponsored motorcycle at 8.795/151.26! 
The number two spot went to Vance's 
rival, Bob Carpenter. Carpenter, on a 
Suzuki sponsored by R.C. 
Engineering, ran an 8.859/147. The 
number three spot went to Cedric 
Cor who took his Kawasaki to an 

-976/144. Rounding out both the top 
half of the ladder and the eight second 
zone was none other than the “Old 
Man” himself, Russ Collins. Russ ran 
the ex-Bob Carpenter Kawasaki to an 

“8.990/145. The bump spot was a 
monumental 9.374, making this the 
tightest field of Pro Stocks in history. 

Eliminations got under way with a 
pair of Californians facing off. Larry 
Cook, aboard his Kawasaki was up 
against Vance. Terry ran the quarter 
mile in 8.791 seconds at 150.00 mph to 
easily outdistance Cook's 
9.045/144.92. Johnson was up next in 
his duel against Randy Murray. Cedric 
put in an 8.970/145.16 pass enroute to 
an easy win over Murray's 
9.494/139.53. A pair of old Pros were 
up next as Mike Keyte squared off with 
Bob Carpenter. Keyte took the 
holeshot lead but Carpenter went by 
him in second gear to advance into the 
semi finals. Carpenter's time was an 
8.880/147.29 while Keyte ran a 
9.011/145.39. An old face in a new 
class ended the first round as Collins 
brought his Kawasaki up to face the 
Kawasaki of Lee Hayes. The two riders 
left together but, the superior motor in 
Collins’ machine proved itself with 
Russ taking the win, 9.074/145.39 to 
9.224/145.39. 

The second round pairings saw two 
Vance and Hines Racing motorcycles 
squaring off against each other while 
the two R.C. Engineering bikes would 
do the same on the other side of the 
ladder sheet. Terry Vance went 
against Johnson and Terry took his 
motorcycle to an easy win on the run 
with an 8.926/150. Johnson, who had 
been in the eights all weekend could 
only muster a 9.154/144.23. On the 
other side of the ladder the R.C. 


Engineering team was preparing to do 
battle, Carpenter and Collins. Russ 
was determined not to make it easy for 
the younger Carpenter and the clocks 
proved that he didn’t. Carpenter took 
the win with an 8.924/146.34 pass but 
Collins was breathing down his throat 
with a 9.069/144.92 run. 

As it has many times in the past the 
final was a battle between the top two 
Pro Stock riders in the country. 
Carpenter and Vance both came to 
the line knowing that all the marbles 
were on this one run. When the light 
turned green the racers took off with 
only one purpose, to light the win 
lights. However only one rider could 
do that and this time it was Vance 
motoring on for the win, running an 
8.807/151.26 while Carpenter was less 
than a tick behind with an 
8.872/147.05. The stunning win along 
with both ends of the Pro Stock 
National Record went to the estatic 
Vance and Hines Racing Team. 


Pro Comp 


Leading the pack was Geoff Masters 
as he took the Wiseco/Ron Krol- 
sponsored Kawasaki to an 8.919/147 
clocking. Masters’ run was the first 
B/G eight second pass in NMRA 
history. Locked into the number two - 
spot was Rick Stetson. Stetson, aboard 
a Honda ran a 9.297/140 mph for his 
spot. 

The final pitted Masters against 
Stetson and Masters was clearly the

AMA Women’s MX Nationals 


Cates cops the crown

Suzuki’s Dede Cates successfully defended her 
AMA Women’s Motocross Nationals title by 
winning both motos of the 250cc Pro race. 
Combined with her 125cc win here on June 21, 


it makes her the undisputed 
woman motocrosser of 1980 and 
she joins Sue Fish as a two-time 
winner of the title. Fish did it in 
‘76 and 77. 


Though she claimed not to feel any 
more pressure to win than in the past, 
Cates said, “I didn't think we'd win it. 
I was running and I knew I was in 
shape and I was running good against 
the Intermediate guys, but anything 
can go wrong.” 

Few things did, however, as she won 
both motos by comfortable margins. 

Second in both motos went to Rhe 
Helms who has never looked better 


here. Kathy Holman came trom 
Houston, TX, and got 5-3 finishes for 
third overall, her best placing in 
California. 

Most of the USGP course was utilized 
for this event. Instead of using Rattle- 
snake Gulch and the sandwash area, 
though, the course cut straight from 
the ledge to the start of the uphill. 

Among the many sponsors who 
helped put on the race were Scientific 
Drilling Controls, Oakley, ND, U.S. 
Suzuki, Torsten Hallman Products 
and Russ Darnell Motocross Schools. 


Suzuki-mounted Kimi Douglas 
blasted into turn one of the first 250cc 
Pro moto with a slight lead over the 


pack, but Keystone Yamaha rider 
Leslie Olinger and Yamaha of 
Covina ace Rhe Helms battled for first 
out of the turn. 

Helms and Cates completed the first 
lap in front of a four-rider freight 
train consisting of Olinger, Mercedes 
Gonzalez, Lisa Akin and Cindy Dumo. 


JT/E.C. Birt/Kal-Gard/Honda-spon- 


sored Kathy Holman rode a short dis- 
tance behind in seventh. 

Helms and Cates pushed and pulled 
each other around the course and in 
doing so, started to pull away from the 
pack a bit. Gonzalez dropped back to 
sixth with a rear tire that was starting 
to go flat and would eventually force 
the Yamaha rider back to a 25th-place 
finish. 

Akin moved the Team Dynamic 
Yamaha right up on Olinger while the 
Hondas of Dumo and Holman sand- 
wiched Gonzalez in positions five 
through seven. 

On lap three, Cates found a clear 
path and zipped past Helms for the 
lead which she never relinquished after 
that point despite losing her rear brake 








early in the moto. Helms kept it 
gassed, though, and held a comfort- 
able second for the duration. 

Akin put Leslie O back to fourth and 
looked around, only to see the leaders 
gone and kept it wicked for third in 
her debut ride aboard a 250cc. 

Dumo and Holman both passed 
Olinger early on lap five and proceeded 
to put on the dice of the race. Holman, 
hampered slightly by back pain (she 
broke her back in February), couldn’t 
quite muster the speed to get by Dumo 
and stay in front, so she settled for a 
close fifth at the finish. 

Olinger, Kawasaki of Oceanside’s 
Charleen Higgins, Kawasaki-mounted 
Debbie Mathews and Premier Yamaha's 
Jan Murray completed the top 10. 

Leslie O got the second moto hole- 
shot and led the first lap. R&D Suzuki 
rider Barbara Spielman, who had a 
multitude of petty problems in the first 
moto which squelched her ride, held 
second just ahead of Cates. Helms and 
Holman were a close 4-5. 

Spielman and Cates took over the 
front-running spots on lap two while

Olinger attempted to keep third from 
Helms. Akin had charged up to 
seventh and would advance two more 
slots in the next two laps, a superb ride 
from being last off the line due to a 
fouled plug which demanded changing. 

Spielman dropped to third behind 
Cates and Helms on lap three, plagued 
with bars that were getting loose. 

Cates and Helms ran an easy 1-2 the 
rest of the moto to secure those positions 
overall. Cates even had time to over- 
shoot the turn at the bottom of the 
downhill on the final lap yet keep her 
lead. 

Helms was not too disappointed with 
second, though. “First would’ve been 
nice, but...” She had just returned to 
racing last month after an operation. 
“To be able to put it together like that 
in such a short time, I’m real pleased,” 
she commented later. “’81 looks like 
it'll be a good year.” 

Things were not going so good for 
Spielman, though, her ride coming to 
a temporary halt on lap four before 
getting going again. She worked back 
up to fifth on lap 10, but the carb on 


her bike turned sideways and the 
throttle stuck, forcing her out of the 
hunt on lap 11. 

Olinger took over third pursued by 
Holman. She kept it up until the final 
lap when she fell, unwillingly surrender- 
ing third in the moto and third overall 
to Holman. 

Akin assumed fifth from Spielman 
on lap 11 but her bike started seizing 
midway through the race and she lost 
a position to Yamaha-mounted Kathy 
Wall when she had to push it across 
the line after it seized for good heading 
for the checkered flag. Akin still took 
fourth overall, 


Debbie Mathews, Charleen Higgins, 
M&M Cycles/Lewis Racing/Hi-Point 
Yamaha rider Marcy Lewis and desert 
ace Trudy Beck on a Premier Yamaha 
rounded out the top 10. 


The Amateur race combined four 
250s with the 125s, but they were scored 
separately. Linda Shatka took the 
250cc portion with 1-2 moto scores. 
Donna Gilio won the first 125cc round 
and was fourth in moto two after work- 


ing up from a poor start; she got the 
12500 win. 

The winner of the second moto, 
Susie Livingston on a YZ125 from 
Yamaha of El Paso, was in second in 
the first race, but crashed and hurt her 
knee. It didn’t show the second time 
out as she won easily, though she said 
later, “I didn’t think it'd be this rough 
(the track)!” 

The Novices also ran a combined 
race, but were scored together. “Wam 
Bam Tam” Tracy ran consistently to a 
pair of seconds which earned her the 
overall win. Consistency also paid off 
for Diana Tweedy who finished just 
behind Tracy both times for second 
overall. First moto winner Shelly Coffey 
could only manage sixth in moto two 
for third overall. 

The women desert racers had a 45- 
minute plus two laps race on the MX 
course. Lori Farmer got the holeshot, 
but Trudy Beck came on strong after a 
couple of laps and took the lead from 
there to the finish followed by Lynnette 
Zuber, Wendy McGraw (first Amateur), 
Jenni Miles (who stalled and lost places

The Annual Austin Aqua Festival motorcycle 
races were held again in the usual stifling 
August heat. A bit more than usual this year 
because of a record-breaking heat wave that 


left all green brown and all 
brown black. 


First, a bit of background about 
the way this part of the world 
works. Most central Texas communi- 
ties have some sort of specialty which is 
celebrated annually with parades and 
a shot-loose festival which incidentally 
includes a lot of beer drinking. Cuero 
has its Turkey Trot, Luling has a 
Watermelon Thump, San Antonio 
does it with a Folk Life Festival, 
Gonzales has a Chick Fest, and so on. 
Austin’s claim to fame is a multitude 
of fresh lakes surrounding the vicinity 
and hence the Austin Aqua Festival. 


Now, Austin doesn’t take this busi- 
ness lightly. Two whole weeks are de-

clared free-for-all with events that 
encompass every creature that breathes. 
There are cat shows, car races, canoe 
races, foot races, ethnic nights, more 
ethnic nights, flower shows, land par- 
ades, water parades, parade parades, 
beauty contests, skiing contests, 
fireworks, and last but not least, lots of 
“Commodores” who run around in 
pseudo admiral suits making sure that 
none of the beer gets warm. 

In the midst of these varied activities 
some real street racing does occur. Just 
south of Town Lake lies an area owned 
by the city which is in no way critical 
to normal traffic flow. This area con- 
tains the Coliseum, normally an 
indoor rodeo arena among other 
things, and the giant be-domed Civic 
Auditorium. An all street and parking

lot course roughly 1.5 miles long winds 
around these two landmarks as outlined 
by a multitude of orange dunce hats 
and hay bales. The course actually 
serves double service as the week before 
the sporty car folks flog around it bend- 
ing fenders in their four-wheelers. 

There were several disqualifications 
within the top spots of several of the 
classes for violation of the Horno Rule. 
According to Doug Polen, one of the 
riders receiving a disqualification, 
“The Horno Rule is named after a 
fellow who brought a stock bike out 
here one year and raced it in every 
race and took a bunch of firsts and 
seconds.” 

Polen earned two firsts and a 
second, but was disqualified in the 
Open Cafe class where he won. He got 
a first out of the 411-750cc Cafe class 
when the leader was disqualified, 
however. Paul “Hogman” Stephenson 
was also slapped with the Horno Rule 
as he crossed the finish line in three 
classes in first and a pair of seconds, 
but took home only two second place 








trophies. “Greedy” Bobby Goodin 
became a trophy monger at the Aqua 
Festival road races, earning two firsts, 
a second and two thirds. Horno 
horned in on his style as well, taking 
away one of each kind and leaving him 
with a first and third, one of which was 
the highly coveted win in Open GP. 


The Open GP class thundered down 
the Riverside Drive between the 
Municipal Auditorium and Town 
Lake for the start of the last 10 laps of 
the day. “Hogman” got the lead from 
the start aboard a Honda, but gave it 
up to Goodin (Duc) between laps one 
and two. From there, Goodin 
stretched the lead to 19 seconds by lap 
six and won the class easily. David 
Bearden took third place on a BMW. 


A lot of attention went to the 251- 
500cc GP class because it contained 
several motocross bikes which looked 
out of place on asphalt. With tall 
suspension and a skinny 3.00 x 21 
Cheng Shin rib tire on the front, one 
could only feel sorry for Jack Hicks as

he sat on the starting line straddling a 
Yamaha 465 monoshocker. 

After watching Hicks win the class 
easily ahead of two other motocross 
pavement burners, Derry Gardner 
(Yam) and Kevin Horton (Suz), a talk 
with the winner was in order. When 
asked how he won against all those 
other racers, Hicks said, “I owe every- 
thing to Mrs. Howard's spaghetti.” In 
previous years, Jack had come close to 
winning this class, but the other bikes 
got the advantage in the long straight- 
way where Hicks would run out of 
gearing. This year, he'd split the cases 
and changed some of the top gearing, 
enabling him to hit about 120 mph on 
the straight. 

Hick’s riding techniques included a 
“controlled rear brake slide and pivot 
turn in the S between the parking 
lots.” This was a slow but dangerous 
section with curbs that claimed several 
riders. Hicks’ skinny front rib was 
howling at him as it drifted with a 
squeal in the last turn before the 
straightaway. 

Another _motocrosser-dominated 
class was the 0-200cc GP. The lead 
changed hands several times during 
the race. At one point, a watercooled 
Can-Am blew a water hose and spit it 
on the track. The slick spot which 
resulted had the racers reaching for 
controls they didn’t have. Jeff Frazier, 
riding a Honda CR125 for Team 
Armpit of San Antonio, led most of 
the later laps, but Honda of Austin 
rider Russell Powers claimed the lead 
with a half lap to go as Frazier’s motor 
began to lose power. The third party 
in the MX trio was Mickey Coggins of 


Austin on a Yamaha. ৰ 
If one were to ride the course, it 


would go like this: the start-finish is on 
the main straight, otherwise known as 
Riverside Drive, a four-lane divided 





boulevard on which the big multis can 
reach 140 mph. At the end of the 
straight is a quick left hander that 
leads to a bumpy little road behind the 
cow barns. Another left and across 
some parking lots to a nasty “S” on the 
cross street that separates the parking 
lots. The nice part of this section is a 
bunch of concrete curbs that throw 
riders high into the sky when they blow 
it. 

Surviving the esses, next is a long, 
fast peg dragging sweeper that 
terminates in another hard left around 


the Auditorium. Which, of course,- 


leads back to the Riverside straight 
and so forth and so on. 

Classes are divided into three groups, 
Stock Production, Cafe Racer and 
Grand Prix. Now don’t let the fancy 
names fool you. Because of the tightness 
of the course, very unusual bikes do 
well. For instance, the 500cc GP was 
blasted away by of all things, a 
Yamaha YZ465. Does make for very 
interesting racing. 

Serious road racers shun the Aqua 
Festival event for obvious reasons. 
There are no National points, no 
points at all, just fun. And maybe a 
trophy and a few scabs. 

The real fun is the sport of spectator- 
ing. Some National point events won't 
draw enough spectators to fill a "37 
GMC school bus. This baby is 
promoted to the hilt. Thousands upon 
thousands come dragging in their 84- 
quart beer coolers and marginally-clad 
lady friends. It’s a giant party that is 
eclipsed only by Mardi Gras on a parti- 
cularly good year. 

It's a motorcycle show. Miles of park- 
ing lots are crammed with every two- 
wheeler known to man. Of course, the 
respective owners love to stand around 
and drink their cool ones while cooing 
over whatever it was that they rode in.

Really, the Aqua Festival Road 
Race is not all that serious — it’s 
mostly just fun.

It isn't "Rich who?” anymore

Road racer Rich Schlachter remembers well the days when he was known as “Rich, 
who?” by many -- the days when he was struggling to break into the big time and 
out of the shadow of more established riders. Today, with dues paid, the 1979

title under his belt and having just 


clinched the 1980 crown as well, Schlachter ts doing what he does best and has 
always wanted to do -- race, race, race. Until last year, Schlachter was also known 
as the road racing carpenter because his carpentry work income kept him racing. 

Thankfully, a major sponsor -- Microlon Energy Efficient Systems -- stepped in, 
along with others, enabling Schlachter to concentrate on racing as his sole means of 


ea a living. 


Easily one of the most outgoing riders off the track, Schlachter transforms into a 


rider with a single goal once on t 


e track and that is to win. "Once you get a taste of 


victory like I did at Loudon and Road Atlanta,” he says, "you don't really want to 
settle for second again. Realistically, you can't win every time out, but that doesn't 


mean you can't try.” 


The highlight of the season for Schlachter to this point is collecting $1,900 in 
Winston Pro Series first leg point fund money. "It's a real honor to be the first 
(pure) road racer to collect money in the opening leg payoff.” 

Although some would say he is benefiting from the absence of Kenny Roberts, 
Randy Mamola and Dale Singleton who are racing in Europe and Skip Aksland 
who 25 healing from a GP accident, Schlachter shrugs off the notion. “I’ve worked 
hard to get to where Iam,” he says. The next step, he knows, ts Europe. 
| Seldom do you see Schlachter without his lovely wife, Susan, somewhere close by. 
Married for three years, the pair make their home on the Connecticut side of Long 
Ysland Sound at Old Lyme. The days of Team Connecticut and struggling to make 


ends meet are finally over. 


Congratulations on your two 
National wins -- especially Loudon. 
Thanks. I really wanted to win there. 
We had a few minor problems, but 
then everyone did and I just hung in 
there. I was really pumped to win it. 
Bryar Motorsport Park (Loudon) is 
your “home” track. Did that make it 
special? 
Yes. To win your first National in 
front of family, friends and fans is 
really a good feelin; 
Does the change Eo challenger to 
winner make a mental difference in 
the way you look at races now? Is 
there a barrier that once you break 
through it becomes easier? 
At first I thought everything should be 
a little easier. But after thinking about 
it, I believe things will be as hard or 
harder because now I want to make 
sure I'm not going to get beaten. Once 
you win then it’s harder to accept a 
third, fourth or whatever place finish. 
Have we conquered the “Richard, 
who?” syndrome? 
I think so. The exposure from winning 
the Nationals has been great. Getting 
your name out in front of the fans by 
winning definitely changes the way 
ple সা you. 
Youve been knocking on the door 
for a long time waiting for that first 
National win. 
I think it was way overdue. But then 
again I think to myself that if I was 
riding up to the capabilities of winning 
a National then it would have come 
sooner. I guess I wasn’t and that’s why 
it took two years. 
Then you feel your career is moving 
along in a logical sequence by 
tackling consistency first and then 
worrying about winning? 
Yes. I won the U.S. Road Racing 
Championship last year by being 
consistent. I didn’t win a National. 
That was the objective last season -- to 
be consistent. There were a few times I 


really wanted to gamble for a win, but - 


had to hold back and just finish 


because being a privateer I didn’t have 
any funds except what I made at the 
race. However, being consistent 
helped me land a major sponsor -- 
Microlon. 
Has getting a major sponsor taken 
some of the pressure off and allowed 
you more freedom in your racing? 
Without a doubt. Microlon, for which 
Energy Efficient Systems of Cromwell, 
Connecticut is the major U.S. 
distributor, plus help from Castrol, 
Arai and Sky Cycles has given me 
enough financial assistance so if I do 
break down I don’t have to worry. I 
have enough resources to get the bike 
back to 100 percent and head for the 
next race. Last year it was a race to 
race program and that puts a mental 
strain on your racing. 
You’re not the road racing carpenter 
anymore? 
Although I did a bit of carpentry work 
last season, I haven't worked at 
anything but racing since Microlon 
came along. I do all the preparation 
on the bikes while Kevin Cameron 
does the cylinders and gives me 
technical advice. We work very close. 
Frank Shep does my machining and 
Kent Peterson also helps out. All my 
energies are now funneled into racing 
instead of being divided between my 
sent and contracting business 
racing. It's definitely 
advantageous. 
Do you anticipate being able to relax 
a bit once the season is over? 
At least for a short while, but then I'll 
have to start working on getting starts 
in Europe, lining up sponsors and 
assessing my machinery. You've always 
got to be thinking about the next 
season at the end of the current one or 
else you'll get behind in preparation 
and it becomes really hard to catch 
up. You have to look at racing as a full 
time, year round job. I wish that every 
racer could take the same chance I 
have. If you want something bad 
enough then you've got to do 


everything in your power to get it. 
Didn’t you get into road =" a 
little late? 

Iwas 20-when I started. I guess that i is 
a little later than most riders. I was 
riding bikes when I was younger, but I 
didn’t get turned onto racing until 
1971. Daytona did it. I was sitting in 
the stands watching the 200 and said 
to myself T really have to try that 
someday,' although I knew it was 
stretching reality at that time. Later, I 
got a chance to ride an AAMRR club 
race and I was hogked. I got better, 
my machinery got better and here I 
am. 

Having watched you for many 
seasons, I detect an air of confidence 
— you believe in yourself and your 
machinery. 

I have much more confidence in 
myself now than ever before. I'm 
comfortable on the 750 now, much 
more in tune with it. In the beginning 
I took a conservative approach with 
the 750. I went well at Loudon, but 
didn't at other tracks because I didn't 
feel comfortable. You have to respect 
the machine you ride, especially the 
750 because it has so much power. I 
believe I have the ability now to 
control the bike no matter what the 
speed or situation and that has really 
helped my riding. 

What's Richard Schlachter like at 
home? 

My wife Susan and I have a really nice 
house right on the beach’ -- Hawks 
Nest Beach -- in Old Lyme, 
Connecticut. We have one kid -- we 
call it our kid -- it's a cat called Love. 
That’s just about as many kids as we 
want at this point. I think that’s being 
fair to ourselves because we just don’t 
have the time or energy to put into 
children at this time. I've got a Hobie 
Cat. sailboat which I bought after 
becoming interested in a friend’s boat. 
It’s a nice, enjoyable life in Old Lyme. 
The summer is a little hectic since it’s a 
resort area, but the winters are quiet. 
It’s a great place to relax. 

Have you got a street bike? 

Oh, yeah. I still do a fair amount of 
street riding when I have the time. I 
have a 1975 Yamaha RD350 which is 
pretty well stock except the foot pegs 
have been moved and it has Dunlop 
K81's on it. I gas it up on the street 
every once in awhile. I also do a lot of 
woods riding on my Yamaha IT175. 
During the summer I really don’t get 
much time to ride, but when the 
season is over I go as often as I can. 
Winter doesn’t slow me down. I have 
an old 250cc CZ I've fixed up as an ice 


“racer and I play with that a lot. 


What about four wheelers? 

We just have a regular middle class 
passenger car and my van. I’ve always 
wanted a sports car. However, 
whenever I get a chance to drive one it 
always seems I want to go really fast. 
It's one thing to go fast on the street on 
a bike, but in a car I feel it’s a much 
more dangerous situation. 

You went to Europe to run the 
French GP in May. What was that 
like? 

It was quite an experience. I went non- 
stop for about two weeks starting with 
a Tuesday flight to Mosport Park 
(Canada) for their Victoria Day 
Sprints road race. I did a press 
conference there while my wife and 
Kent Peterson drove the van up. We 
did the race Saturday and Sunday and 
then loaded up for a straight drive 
back to Connecticut. We got there 
about 6 a.m. Monday, got all the 
luggage together and Kent and I 
headed for New York to get on a jet for 
England. While I was gone Kent had 
shipped the 500 so it would be waiting 
for us. We got off the plane in 
England Tuesday morning, picked up 
the transporter I borrowed, got the 
bike cleared through customs and 
headed for Paul Ricayd in the south of 


France late that night. It rained all the 
way and the transporter -- a van-like 
vehicle -- had no windshield wipers so 
it was a battle all the way. 

We got to the track Thursday 
morning, which was registration, so we 
were right on time. We had timed 
practice Friday which was two hours 
and fifteen minutes to get everything 
dialed in -- gearing, jetting, tires -- 
and get qualified at the same time. I 
was cutting good laps, at least I 
thought I was, until I got blown off 
badly by just about everyone else. 
Then I found out they had been at the 
track practicing Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday. My fast time was 
good for 36th in a 30 rider field. It was 
disappointing. Later, I sat down and 
evaluated the situation. I know where 
I went wrong and what I did wrong so 
I learned from the experience. 

The bottom line is you have to race 
in Europe or the U.S. If you had a lot 
of time between races -- which you 
don’t -- you might be able to do both. 
It sounds as if the pressure is on from 
the moment you reach the track. 
Right. Things are going bam, bam, 
bam and if you hesitate you're behind 
the eight ball right off. You miss 15 or 
20 minutes of your practice and you're 
lost. It's so competitive you can't 
afford not to be running 100 percent 
all the time. I liked that. I'll be going 
over in the fall for a couple of 
international races. If I can pick up a 
really good sponsor then I might stay 
over in Europe next season. If not I'll 
race here and go to a few selected 
events. The level of racing there is so 
much different than here in the U.S. 
There are many more sponsors 
involved. Including myself, there are 
probably only about eight or so road 
racers in the U.S. who make their 
living at racing. The rest have jobs and 
race as a part-time job. In Europe 
there are many riders who only race 
for a living. It’s a different ballgame. 
It seems that you’ve always had a 
thing for Superbikes. 

I love riding the (George Vincensi) 
Ducati, but I think Loudon was our 


swan song. We had tough luck at’ 


Daytona and didn’t go to Talladega or 
Charlotte because I had prior 
commitments. I ran at 
America in Wisconsin and we were 
really under-powered there. You can't 
compete with the factory bikes. Until I 
get a really competitive ride then I'll 
pass on the Superbikes. 

What about the Expert Lightweight 
class? 

I enjoy riding the 250's. That's a really 
competitive class. Look at the battle 
Eddie Lawson and I had at Atlanta. 
The fans like that kind of close racing. 
Do you think it was a move to 
create a Formula One class where we 
have the 4-strokes in with the 2- 
strokes? 

I think it was a very good move 
because it has already gotten three 
more factories involved (Honda, 
Kawasaki and Yoshimura’s Suzuki). 
More brands mean more spectator 
interest. It’s obvious the 4-stroke is 
competitive. Just look at what Wes 
Cooley did at Road America. What I 
feel bad about is it’s still too expensive 
‘for a privateer to mount a good effort 
against the factories. Yet it’s getting 
more people involved in racing and 
I’m all for that. 

Who do you see as your toughest 
competition? 

Everybody on the track at whatever 
race I'm in is my competition. You've 
got to beat every single one of them to 
win. 

Any final thoughts? 

Yes. I'd like to thank everyone who has 
had the confidence in me for 
providing moral and financial 
support: I think this is just a start of 
what will become better and better 
seasons for me. °

“It’s a horsepower hill,” remarked defending 


Grand National Champion Earl Bowlby

prior to the first rider’s ascent of Mt. Garfield. 
“Find the right groove and keep the wheel on 


the ground...it's gonna be 
horsepower from there.” 
Favored riders in this year’s 
Muskegon M.C. promoted 
hillclimb National horsepower war 
were current points leaders Lou 
Gerencer and Randy Gabriel, both 
sporting Harley orange and black 
jerseys. Seven points separated the two 
and each hoped he had the winning 
. combination. 
But at day's end, it was a red-white- 
and-blue jerseyed David McCutcheon 
who had harnessed horsepower and 


line for the overall victory. 
McCutcheon, a first year A rider, 
shattered the hill record by covering 
the 260 foot incline in a blistering 
4.774 seconds. The previous record of 
4.78 had been set by Jim Thompson on 
a Yamaha in 1978. 

McCutcheon'’s Honda powerplant, 
built and tuned by Keith Robinson, 
was supplied by former Grand 
National champ Terry Kinzer. Kinzer, 
on hand to offer support to his father 
Willard’s Gas class efforts, remarked, 
“Last year, David couldn't keep his B 
rig (a 500cc Honda) together. There 


just weren't enough high performance 
parts to take the strain. Willard and 
David are big buddies and we wanted 
to see what that motor would do...it's 
been layin’ around my shop for four 
years.” 


So this year, McCutcheon moved 
into class A aboárd an engine that had 
carried Kinzer to three Grand 
National Championships. The engine 
definitely had the hørsepower but the 
frame needed some modification. 
After Chillicothe, the last climb before 
Muskegon, a six-inch extension was 
added to the swing-arm. “It made all 
the difference! ,” beamed McCutcheon 
from the winner’s circle. 


Doyle Disbennett on a Yamaha was 
the first round leader with a time of 
5.049. “It won't last,” he said between 
runs. “These guys have too much 
horsepower on me...I out rode them 
all at Chillicothe and finished fourth. 
Next year, I'm gonna have me some 
horsepower!” 


And such was the case at Muskegon. 
At the start of round two, Randy 
Gabriel cracked into the fours with a 
4.950. Kinzer clapped Gabe on the 
back and said, “Now comes the hard 
part...waitin’!” 

But neither Gabe nor the crowd had 
to wait long as McCutcheon sized ‘up 
the hill, selected a line and let rip with 
his record-setting run. No one was to 
better his time although Disbennett 
did his best. 

Disbennett, acknowledged by most 
to be one of the best riders on the 
circuit, turned in an impressively 
smooth ride of 5.049. “My kill button 
malfunctioned and the engine kept 
firing as the front end came up. When 
I let off the button a plug had already 
fouled and it was over,” he said of his 
third place ride. 

Defending champ Earl Bowlby 
finished seventh, just behind Lou 
Gerencer. Said Earl, “This might be 
my last season running for points. I 










































don't like to be in a certain place at a 
certain time every weekend of the 
summer.” 

Triumph mounted John Hamilton 
drove from (Cumberland, Maryland, 
for less than five seconds worth of 
riding. His first run, a 4.999, was 
never bettered in the B class. 
Defending Grand National champ 
John Williams on a Honda finished 
second with a 5.114. Third went to 
BSA mounted Keith Grooms with a 
5.280. 

The partisan Harley crowd finally 


„had their moment as Tom Reiser ” 


topped the gas class with a 4.867. 
Defending champ Willard Kinzer 
crashed heavily after his first run and 
it. was later reported that he had 
compacted two vertebrae. His time of 
5.541 was good enough for cond 
place.

Keith Code’s California Superbike School 
GOING FASTIN A SUITABLE ENVIRONMENT

For years, Keith Code has been teaching club 
road racers how to improve their skills and per- 
formance on the race track. But now he has 
decided to take his knowledge to the street and 


canyon racers. 


The first sessions of the Cali- 
fornia Superbike School had just 
started at Riverside Raceway, 
and already numerous riders had 
gone around the famous road race 
track. 

For them it is a rewarding experience. 
After 16 laps or 40 miles on the twisty 
2.5-mile track they have discovered 
their limits and what it takes to go fast 
on a motorcycle. 

The day started earlier with a theo- 
retical session, with Code explaining 
the steering, braking, shifting and 
general racing attitude that the 





students will have to encounter while 
on the track. 

And surprisingly enough, most of 
the students had very little to say about 
that blackboard session. "I'd rather be 
on the track doing all these things than 
sitting there,” said one. 

Richard Lovell, an ex-teacher at 
the British Motgcycle Racing School, 
added “They love it. For them, it 
is an opportunity to ride as fast as 
they want or can in the safest condi- 
tions without having to worry about 
the CHP, campers coming the other 
way, blind corners or oily spots on 
the road. Half of them are here just to 





have a good time without the fears 
that canyon racing can give. 

“Even if most of them do something 
wrong, they are pretty much OK, 
except that most of them go in to the 
corner way too early but they do know 
how to steer the bikes and how and 
when to brake. I can pretty much tell 
how they perform by the lap times that 
we take on every lap for all 10 of them 
that go on the track, and Keith 
discusses with them the problems they 
had and their times after the session is 
over.” 

The California Superbike school has 
four cylinder Kawasaki KZ550s 
equipped with Bassani superbike 
pipes, Lockhart oil coolers, low racing 
bars, Michelin PZ 2 tires, and S&W 
shocks. The students have a Vanson 
leather racing suit, a pair of road 
racing boots and gloves and Bell 
helmets for the time they are on the 
track so they do not need any particular 
equipment before getting there. 

The students came from different 
backgrounds. Most of them are 





already going fast in the streets and 
the stack of citations issued by the 
officers of the CHP are getting higher, 
so instead of paying, they spend their 
money on the track. 

Some are long time motorcycle 
riders interested in what and how it is 
to beon a race track. One of them told 
me that he had spent much of his time 
watching road races in California and 
at Riverside, and was curious to 
experiment with it. 


And for one of two who are already 
club racers, it is a cheaper way to have 
some time on the track before the next 
race in order to get a better edge. 

No matter what the reason, it seems 
that the California Superbike School is 
off with a good start and good inten- 
tions. All they need is more riders off 
the street and on the race track.

Christian perfect in 
round 3 win at 
Cal Expo

SACRAMENTO, CA, AUG. 9 
Perfect weather and perfect track 
conditions provided tonight’s 
standing-room-only crowd with 
all the ingredients needed for 
thorough enjoyment of the long and 
anxiously awaited third round of the 
U.S. National Qualifier. Sacramento 
was ready and waiting as the officials 
and stars of the southern California 
speedway circuit arrived on the scene. 

At the conclusion of the first two of 
three rounds, consisting of eight heats 
each, it was Kelly Moran, John 
Sandona and, of course, Alan 
Christian with perfect scores. 

Going into the four heat Semi portion 
of the program, it was Christian and 
Sandona continuing their flawless 
evening with Moran taking a second in 
his third round heat losing the first 
place position to Gene Woods. 

Making the transfer to the Semis 
turned out to be a mind-boggling 
experience for the officials as five 
riders tied for the three final positions. 
After much discussion and 
disagreement, the decision was made 
to seat two riders according to place of 
finish in their heat races, thus placing 
Columbo and Ferrell into the Semis. A 
tie-breaking runoff race between 
Eddie Ingels, Gene Woods and Shawn 
McConnell resulted in Woods moving 
into the 16th position. 

In the first Semi, it was Christian in 
the lead from position three with Brad 
Oxley in a constant pressure situation 
threatening in every turn. Christian 
took the checkered moving him to the 
Main and Oxley to the Consolation. 
Charlie Morse was third and Woods 
fourth, experiencing mechanical 
problems on lap three. 

The second Semi saw Lance King in 
the lead in turn one, holding on to win 
with Denny Pyeatt taking second after 
giving King one hell of a race. Dubb 
Ferrell was third and Sandona fourth 
after going down on lap two. 

In the third Semi, Dave DeTemple 
got the holeshot from position two as 
Dave Faria, off the pole, showed him 
that the boys in northern California 
know the meaning of the word “fast.” 
It was DeTemple who held on to win 
and transfer to the Main event sending 
Faria to the Consolation. Steve 


Columbo was third, Duane Yarrow 
fourth. 

The wildest, most thrilling Semi of 
the evening was, without a doubt, 
Semi number four. It was Canadian 
Gary Ford who took the lead off the 
pole, but northern California's 
number one Mike Faria took the lead 
on the outside, in his most familiar 
“Faria Fashion”, of turn four. At this 
point, it became a battle for second 
position between Ford and Kelly 
Moran; it was anybody's race, where 
second position was concerned, until 
turn three on lap four when Moran 
went down. Ford took second and 
Keith Chrisco third. 

In the Consolation event, Pyeatt 
took the lead off the wall with Ford 
second until he came face to face with 
the track on lap two in turn two. At 
the checkered flag it was Pyeatt taking 
the win, Dave Faria second and Oxley 
third. 

Throughout this season I have 
made every effort to avoid mention in 
my articles of any controversial subject. 
I feel, however, it would be unfair to 
the fans and readers if I did not 
mention the injustice done to Eddie 
Ingels tonight. 

During the fourth event in round 
one, two riders, Jan Ballard and 
Bobby McClain went down in turn one 
on lap four as Ingels, who was in the 
lead, and Pyeatt in second were going 
into turn three headed for the checker- 
ed flag. At this point, for an undete- 
mined reason, ref Irwin Moon ordered 
the red flag, and called the race 
official, reverting to the third lap as 
the official finish. Pyeatt was in the 
lead at that time and was therefore 
declared the winner. 

The race is now under protest, and 
rightfully so. There was no danger to 
the fallen riders and the race was a 
half lap from completion. There was 
no reason to red-flag the race. Three 
scorers and four AMA officials present 
at the track tonight agree with the 
above statement and support the pro- 
test. A serious error was made costing 
Ingels dearly. Hopefully the wrong will 
somehow be justified! 

Tonight’s race closes the northern 
California speedway season. See you 
next year!

A couple of Johns — Sandona 
and Foster — were hot on the 
warm Tuesday evening as they 
took the Big Ones.

New faces included T.O.’s Randy 
Marsh (back from a sick bike), S.B.’s 
Mike Peddicord (back from a broken 
wrist), and winner of the Flash From 
the Past Award, Troy McKee (just 
plain back). McKee first rode speed- 
way back in 1970 and hasn't ridden 
since 1976, and while shedding some 
rust, managed a second in the 
Handicap Consy. Dennis Bransford, 
Bobby Hill and Eddie Clark, yearlong 
survivors of Second Division racing, 
made their D-1 debuts. 

But the big story in the Handicaps 
was the probable Rookie of the Year, 
John Foster of Buena Park. In only his 
second D-1 ride, Foster off the zero 
made the most of his opportunity, 
winning his heat easily and finishing 
behind Lance King in the Semi. 

In the Main, Foster performed flaw- 
lessly and by the time King could get 
into a position to challenge, it was too 
late as Foster held him off for the final 
lap. Watch for Foster to really hit the 
big time next year. Also notable was 
another star of the future, Eddie 
Clark, who narrowly missed making 
the Main. 

Denny Pyeatt, King, and 16-year- 
old Steve Lucero won easy Scratch 
heats. And in his first ride, Kelly 
Moran, fourth place finisher in the 
1979 World Finals, blasted between 
Bobby McLain and Randy Marsh for a 
second place finish behind Charlie 
Morse in the final Scratch heat race. 





Sad to say, the Bummer of The 
Night involved Morse, a track regular. 
In a Scratch semi, Mike Curoso got it 
too far sideways too soon and went 
down in turn one. Trailing, Morse tried 
to go around, almost did, but caught a 
peg, flipped and skidded into the wall 
on his back. He was taken to the hospi- 
tal with injuries to his hip, wrist and 
shoulder, but later released. The red 
flag gave John Sandona the win; he 
had a huge lead anyway. Moran was a 
blur in the other Semi. 

In the Main, Sandona got the gate 
and left Moran, Pyeatt, and King to 
chase him around the one-fifth-mile 
oval, waiting impatiently for the 
mistake that never came. It wasn’t very 
exciting, but it was pretty darn 
convincing as Sandona won by six 
lengths.. That was John’s first Scratch 
win here after an earlier Handicap 
win, putting him on a par with last 
year’s total. 

In the Second Division Main, it was 
Wes Randolph of Bloomington 
waiting until the third lap to pass 
Dennis Abbott in what became a rout. 

And in D-3 action, Victor Robledo, 
who got about five feet before crashing 
in his debut here a few weeks ago, 
went a lot further and faster last night. 
And for the second time this season 
(drum roll, please), no D-3 crashes! 
Also memorable was the premiere’ of 
Randy Monroe of Upland who passed 
his rider’s test earlier in the evening, 
and is so new he doesn’t have a 
number yet. Passing riders on the 
outside and generally looking good, 
Monroe won his heat and finished 
fourth in the D-3 Main.

Gibson 
unbelievable at 
CMC Saddleback

Factory Honda rider Jim Gibson 
needed some help this past week- 
end at the Continental Moto- 
sports Club motocross at Saddle- 
back Park. Gibson wanted to race this 
past weekend but could not find a 
scooter to ride, so Kelvin Franks 
brought out his two Franks Racing 
machines and Gibson made short work 
of the competition. Gibson had only 
ridden the bikes a little on Saturday, 
but come Sunday he was unbeatable. 

In moto one of the 250cc Pros, 
Gibson started his charge. He was first 
off the gate with Andy Northrup 
(Hon), Jim Tarantino (Hon) and 
Bryan Maloney (Hon) making up the 
top four. By lap five, Tarantino had 
moved ahead of Northrup, and 
Maloney and Val Tamietti (Mai) were 
in a heated battle for fourth. Back in 
the pack Gaylon Mosier (Kaw) and 
Gary Semics (LOP Yam) were cutting 
their way up to the leaders. Near the 
end of the moto, Maloney made a 
mad charge and overtook Northrup 
for third and Mosier was now in 
striking distance of fourth place. At 
the checkered flag, Gibson won by a 
wide margin, Tarantino was second, 
then came Maloney, Northrup, Mosier 
and Tamietti. 

At the drop of the gate of moto two, 
Gibson was nowhere to be found. 
Northrup had grabbed the lead with 
Semics, Tarantino and Mosier in close 
quarters. Gibson, after having the 
carburetor choke activate a.number of 
times going up the start, was hung up 
in 15th place. On lap six Kawasaki- 
mounted Mosier took over the lead 
and began to pull the field. Gibson 
had moved up to fifth in six laps and 
look out! Wtih Tarantino and Northrup 





holding on to momentarily stable posi- 
tions, Husqvarna-mounted Dave Gerig 
was in fourth and unfortunately 
Gibson’s next victim. By lap 12, 
Mosier had slowed to adjust his 
throttle cable, allowing Tarantino to 
pull right up on the Uni-Trak. On the 
second to last lap, Gibson had overtaken 
Tarantino and a misshift by Mosier al- 
lowed Gibson to take the lead and the 
win for a 1-1 tally after being down 
and out. Tarantino (2-3) had the 
second best score ahead of Mosier (5- 
2), Northrup (4-7) and Gerig (8-4). 

Gibson again made shambles of the 
Open Pros. Gibson rode the Franks 
Racing four-stroke Honda to a 2-2 
score for first overall. In moto one, 
Mosier, on the 420 Kawasaki got the 
holeshot with Gibson and Tamietti 
(Mai) second and third. Mosier went 
on to win fairly handily but Gibson, 
not having ridden the “Franks Four” 
extensively, had some trouble. Gary 
Semics (LOP) made his move on lap 
eight for second, and took that position 
but fell lame for a couple of minutes 
with mechanical problems then 
regained his power. CMC's Open class 
points leader, Val Tamietti (Mai), ran 
a strong third behind Gibson and 
ahead of Semics. 

Semics won moto two of the Open 
Pros but not until the front runners 
had a personality clash, Mosier had 
been leading again and in the middle 
of the moto, the Kawasaki slipped out 
of its line and Gibson was right there 
to plow into Mosier. Semics took the 
lead, Gibson was momentarily detained 
and Mosier decided not to complete 
the moto. Gibson’s 2-2 score was good 
enough for the overall with Semics 
placing second with a tally of 4-1. 
Tamietti (3-3) was third. 

In the 125cc Pro class Tibbs 
McCullough (Yam) won both motos 
but not until he battled with Mike 
Beier (Yam) hand and foot. Beier got 
second overall with a 2-2 point total

The California Racing Club 
wrapped up their IRC Tires 
three-race series at Indian Dunes, 
with the final round taking place 
upon a revised International Track. 
The series was brought about not only 
by the work of CRC, but by the pre - 
ships from IRC, Canoga Park Suzuki 
Suzuki West, and the final round 
sponsor; M/C Tire Works, who brought 
the Sportsmen hundreds of dollars in 
gift certificates, while totalling up a 
Pro purse of $4500, each series race 
taking $1500 to be split each round in 
the three Pro classes. 

The first race to get onto the track 
was the 125cc Pro class, and as the 
pack roared into the first turn, 
Yamaha's Erik Kehoe grabbed the 
holeshot, and by the end of the first 
lap had pulled out a very comfortable 
margin over Suzuki-mounted Roger 
Hensley. Kehoe pulled away from the 
pack, and at the halfway mark, he had 
a virtually insurmountable lead, That 
was all Kehoe needed for the confi- 
dence to ride it to the flag, which he 
did easily, winning by nearly 15 
seconds. Back behind, Hensley had his 
hands full early with Chris Heisser and 
John Whelchel. Heisser took his water- 
cooled, Mugen-kitted DG Honda into 
second before they reached the half- 
way mark, but despite closing efforts, 
he had no chance to catch the leader. 
Whelchel, aboard a water-pumping 
Yamaha for Moto-X Fox and Yamaha 
International, also got by Hensley, but 
had to settle for third. 

Moto two saw Kehoe again get out 
with the holeshot, but this time Heisser 
was right there from the start. 
Although Kehoe could not pull away 
to more than a 10-second lead Heisser 
continually reeled him back in at 
various points in the race, only to fail 
to get right within striking distance, 
and before he knew it, Kehoe would 
slip away again. The whole moto was 
just like that, all the way to the finish 
with Kehoe taking the moto and 
overall ahead of Heisser, and 
Whelchel. 

Next up were the 250s. Team 
Honda’s Donnie Hansen grabbed the 
holeshot on his factory water-works 
Pro-Link, and spent the first half of 
the moto comfortably ahead of a 
raging duel between LOP’s Kippy 
Pierce and Kolbe/O’Neal’s Jimmy 
Holley. With Hansen a full 20 seconds 
ahead of them, Holley and Pierce were 
free to battle for what seemed to be the 
highest position either would take, 
considering Hansen's lead. Holley 
came out on top of the battle in the 
first half, but Pierce was right on him 
until the finish. Holley received a 
stroke of luck when Hansen got off 
hard in the sand braking bumps after 
his hand slipped off of the bars due to 


his sprained wrist suffered at the 
Superbowl, which was still in a brace 
while Hansen raced. From there 
Holley held off Pierce and Hansen got 
back up in 12th, then worked his way 
up to sixth by moto’s end behind third 
place Bill Ouellette, Todd Clark and 
Clark Jones.

National stars 
battle at SSM MX

National Expert riders like Hon- 
da’s Donnie Hansen, Kawasaki’s 
Jeff Ward and Suzuki's Danny 
LaPorte made an appearance at 


this week’s Saddleback Saturday Moto- 
cross races and gave the spectators 
quite a show. Use of the long track and 
many stadium type jumps made the 
course challenging and exciting with 
the top riders able to display their 
skills with unusual acrobatics. 

It was, however, the lesser known 
local Pros and National privateers who 
went home with most of the purse 
money as the name riders encountered 
mechanical problems. LOP Yamaha 
rider Kippy Pierce bested Hansen and 
LaPorte in the 250cc Pro race while 
Eric MacCracken topped the Open 
Pros on his Yamaha after Ward DNF. 

“Holeshot” Hansen lived up to his 
nickname in the first 250cc Pro race as 
he easily roosted into the lead. Follow- 
ing Hansen through the first turn were 
DG Honda rider Jim Tarantino and 
Kippy Pierce. At the end of the first 
lap Hansen had already established a 
commanding lead over the pack with 
Tarantino still holding off the charges 
from Pierce while David Gerig held 
down fourth on his Husky. Honda rid- 
er David Hammond rounded out the 
top five with ISDT/enduro specialist 
Rick Munyon putting his Yamaha into 
the sixth place slot ahead of Danny 
LaPorte. 

LaPorte soon found his way past 
Munyon and latched onto Hammond's 








rear wheel. Meanwhile Robert Reisinger 
was piloting his Mission Viejo Kawasaki 
up from a bad start and working into 
seventh by lap five. Another local 
favorite, Clark Jones, was working his 
Husky for all it was worth as he tried to 
overcome a rearward starting position. 

Halfway through the race the battle 
for second place was really heating up 
behind Hansen. Tarantino still held 
onto second ahead of Pierce but the 
top six riders were very close with 
LaPorte looking for a way around 
Pierce while holding off the challenges 
from Reisinger and Jones. 

Pierce slipped past Tarantino with a 
few laps remaining and the finishing 
order was Hansen, Pierce, Tarantino, 
LaPorte. 

Hansen again used the power of his 
water-cooled factory Honda to launch 
into the early lead of moto ‘two. 
Reisinger surprised himself by getting 
a good start and settling in on 
Hansen's rear wheel as the pack 
headed through the first lap. 
Tarantino followed in third ahead of 
Jones, Gerig, Pierce and LaPorte. 
Reisinger bailed off in the stadium 
whoops and Jones took over second. 
Reisinger was a little slow to remount 
but he began a tremendous charge 
that would carry him to fourth at the 
finish. 

As Hansen again ran away from the 
field the battle for second place became 
intense, Suddenly LaPorte pulled off 
the track with a tweaked and wobbling 
front end and Hansen’s lead faded 
away as he ignition went sour. Hansen 
continued to circulate the track at slow 
speed as Pierce charged into the lead 
followed by Jones and Tarantino. At 
the checkers Pierce was safely in the 
lead and the overall win was his. Tar- 
antino picked up the second place 
money as Hansen held on to finish 
fifth for the moto and third overall 
ahead of Jones and Reisinger. 

Jeff Ward had the Open Pro class 
wrapped up until the final few laps of 
the second moto when he threw his 
chain. Ward struggled to replace the 
chain for about 20,seconds and finally 
got the rollers and sprocket to line up 
and he re-entered the track still in first 
place. Unfortunately his chain soon 
came off again and the day was over 
for the Kawasaki teamster. Eric 
MacCracken went on to post the win 
ahead of Husky rider Billy Keefe and 
Yamaha-mounted Tom Thomas.

“I goofed.” Continental Moto- 
sports Club official Stu Peters 
put his hands on his hips and 
looked out at the pit area at 
Carlsbad Raceway on Saturday morn- 
ing and repeated his statement.

Helmets, KRW Helmets, Track N

As it stands, the 79 riders who rode 
the opener got a headstart on the rest 
of the field. 

Of those, the 250cc Juniors found 
the. stiffest competition during the 
day’s program. In fact, all other classes 
were fairly clear runaways for the even- 
tual overall winners. But, in the 250cc 
Juniors, it wound up as a three-way tie 
for the 20 first-place series points.

In another round of the Califor- 
nia Racing Club’s Friday Night 
Tri-Valley Suzuki Dealers Sum- 
mer Night Motocross Series, 
some 200 riders showed up to compete 


for the 100% Pro payback and 30% 
trophies, as well as the Suzuki dealers’ 
gift certificates and Kal-Gard chain 
lube offered to class winners. 

The largest Pro class was the 125s, 
putting 13 riders on the gate each 
time.

Dave Woods was 
another victim as he and his bike went 
down on the downhill. The bike was 





cushioned from the fall by his body 
and as they slid to a stop, his bike was 
still on top of him. 

Donnie Cantaloupi won as Wood re- 
mounted and finished second in front 
of Magoo. 

Cantaloupi and his watercooled Ya- 
maha (the spoils of factory sponsorship) 
along with Magoo on his box-stock 
Honda CR125R (shocks and all!) went 
out in front of everyone in the second 
moto. They immediately started pull- 
ing a lead on the rest of the pack as 
Woods began working his way up from 
a poor start. 

Magoo made a gallant effort at pass- 
ing “Aqua-loupi” but the power ad- 
vantage was only too apparent as 
Magoo would tighten things up in the 
turns, but lose out where power came 
into play.

After things settled down at the end 
of the first lap, Cantaloupi and Woods 
were still out front.

As ‘Loupi 
and Wargo put a small cushion on 
Blair, Turner had worked his way 
through the pack from a poor start 
and was challenging for third.

Peter Puhakka showed the Wash? 
ington Motorcycle Road Racing 
Association faithful at Seattle In- 
ternational Raceway that he still 
has the touch by winning the 50-mile 
250 GP Challenge. Puhakka, a Cana= 
dian rider and formerly a frequent 
visitor to the WMRRA winner's circle...

When pre-race favor- 
ites Bruce Lind and Brian Sutton fell 
out with mechanical failures, Puhakka 
was in for the win. 

With Randy Skiver taking a Sunday 
off from Northwest roadracing, Bob 
Loose, on a Suzuki GS1000 Cafe bike 
sponsored by Everett Suzuki, won both 
Open Cafe and Open GP, plus finish- 
ing fourth in the 250 GP race. Bruce 
Lind, on an older TZ750, stayed wheel 
to wheel with Loose, swapping leads 
through both heats of Open GP and 
forced some of Loose’s best-ever lap 
times around SIR. Chris Michak’s 
debut of a Kawasaki four-stroke GP 
machine netted him a third place, but 
the Kaw’s brakes and handling: ap- 
peared not yet dialed in. 

Keith Pinkstaff kept his perfect un- 
beaten string in Open Production, 
winning that class going away, as well 
as taking second to Loose in Open 
Cafe. Keith is presently leading the 
slate of WMRRA racers in season points 
in a class, and the other racing Pink- 
staff, Howard, went into the race with 
a narrow points lead in Open Single 
GP. Howard's fourth in this race keeps 
him in contention for the season win. 

Rod Chronister’s astonishing devel- 
opment as a road racer continues. The 
Yakima rider gets faster and smoother 
every race and won both heats against 
a very strong field ‘including Claude 
Hislop and Dave Wilson who finished 
second and third in 750cc Production. 
Rod's father, Howard, helps prepare 
the bike, sponsors him and then works 
a corner during the race; he appeared 
more tired than Rod at the trophy 
presentation. 

John Westphalen, whose picture 
graced the cover of the WMRRA race 
program, showed dedication above 
and beyond the call after he crashed 
his Triumph. Westphalen went to the 
hospital and returned to the track in 
time for the trophy presentation wear- 
ing the familiar figure eight brace sup- 
porting a broken collarbone. Naturally, 
he claims he was in second and going 
for the lead when he crashed. 

Impressive-ride-of-the-day honors 
should go to Adrian Chaster who won 
410cc Production handily, then rode 
the same RD350 in a mixed 750 and 
Open Production heat. It looked for a 
while that Chaster was not going to 
finish last, prompting at least one 
Open Production rider to expend some 
extra effort.

Lund and Claassen 
clash at Sixes MX

SIXES, OR, JULY 27 

The inlanders abandoned the in- 
lands like rats abandoning a sink- 
ing ship as prospective motocross 
riders and fans left the 100 plus 
degree parched valleys and headed for 
the more agreeable 65 degree coastal 
temperatures at the Sixes motocross 
track near-Port Orford. But while the 
weather may have been cool, the day’s 
racing could only be described as hot, 
wild and woolly as riders careened off 
trees and Monte Carlos and looped 
out, sending man and machine 
hurtling through the air in different 
directions for 20 feet or more. At the 
end of the day though, Carey Lund 
and Chris Alberts found themselves at 
the front of the Pro payoff line with 
Lund taking the 125cc class and 
Alberts winning the 250cc class. 

The 125cc Pro race was a show of 
incredible speed and skill as Jamie 
Claassen from Coos Bay, and Roseburg 
rider “Scary Carey” Lund duked it out 
for 30 minutes. Claassen took the early 
lead in the first moto with Lund close 
behind. Jeff Bryant was a close third 
with Rick Smith in fourth. Smith 
found his way around Bryant for third 
after several close laps and Lund was 
working on Claassen for first. 

Lund was absolutely going as fast as 
his Yamaha would carry him and at 
one point on the track, a straightaway 
with three large jumps, “Scary Carey” 
would hold his throttle wide open as he 
flew over the jumps, sometimes looking 
totally out of control. But somehow he 
was able to stay on top of his scoot and 
he was soon side by side with Claassen 
ina fast, left-hand sweeping turn. 

As Carey attempted to pass Claassen, 
unavoidable contract was made, 
sending Lund cartwheeling along the 
track. Claassen almost came to a stop 
himself for just a second, but soon re- 
gained his composure when he saw 
Carey miraculously remount his 
Yamaha. 

Even more remarkable was that 
Lund was able to once again pull 
himself up to Claassen's. rear wheel 
and as the two passed the white flag, it 
looked like a fight to the end. But with 
half a lap to go, Claassen pulled off 
the track and into the pits. Lund 
cruised in for first with Smith in 
second and Bryant in third. Claassen 
commented later that he broke several 
spokes which then caused his chain to 
derail. 

There were some anxious moments 
earlier in the moto when Kent Egli 
overshot a fast corner and smacked 
right into a tree. Kent was able to 
dodge Lund and Claassen who couldn't 
see him as they rounded the corner. 
Kent remounted and wobbled into the 
pits shaken, but unhurt. 

Claassen was able to repair his bor- 
rowed Honda's rear wheel for the sec- 
ond moto and when the gate dropped, 
the war resumed as he and Lund went 
into the first turn side by side. Claassen’s 
Honda outpowered Lund’s Yamaha in

a short straightaway and pulled into 
the lead, but the determined Lund re- 
passed in a short uphill section.

Rhoten and Day 
share Abilene 
$10,000 MX

CLYDE, TX, JULY 26-27 

Darren Rhoten of Dallas packed 
a ‘pair of CSM Hondas and 
dueled the 125 and 250cc Experts 
at the second annual Spring 
Valley $10,000 MX to a pair of killings 
for $2000 of the purse money. A good 
share of the purse also went to Team 
Yamaha support ride “Bionic” John 
Day of Coweta, OK, who wrapped up 
second and first overalls in the 250 and 
Open Expert classes respectively. 

At the end of the second day and 
before payoff, the promoter, Kerry 
“Kerdog” Walker, announced a 
special meeting for Experts only. He 
said he was reducing the $10,000 purse 
to 70% or $7000. 

After much discussion, Walker 
explained that he would go to the 
bank Monday, get a loan for the 
balance of the purse and have it in the 
mail before the following Monday. 

Wlaker’s side of the story was that 
he didn’t get enough money at the gate 
to cover the purse because the Novice 
and Intermediate turnout was 
relatively light. A local race at Lake 
Whitney as well as an AMA Qualifier 
in the Dallas area attracted many of 
these riders. A $10,000 purse is one of 
the biggest around Texas, but so is 
70% of that, or $7000. Walker 
thought the riderss might understand 
his side of the story while collecting a 
$7000 purse. No such luck. 

Putting aside the politics and 
badmouthing, the racing was as hot as 
the west Texas sun. At the Abilene 
two-day event, the first motos were run 


on Saturday and the final 
deciding moto was run Sunday. 

Mark Rakestraw stole the holeshot 
show on a CSM Honda ahead of fellow 
125cc Experts Derek Wedding (Yam) 
and a cloud of others. When the dust 
settled, one rider, Scott Logston, 
remained in the first turn with his foot 
hopelessly entangled between the 
swingarm and wheel of his CR125. 
Several laps and a sawed swingarm 
later, Logston was freed from his bike 
and took a trip to the hospital. 

Thirty minutes plus two laps was a 
lot of time for making time and 
swapping positions. By the quarter- 
moto mark, Mugen-mounted “Melon” 
Newman moved into second ahead of 
Wedding’s Yamaha and Rhoten who 
had been tied up in traffic at the start. 

Two laps later, Rhoten overtook 
Wedding and began a charge to close 
an eight-second gap between himself 
and second-place Newman. Rakestraw 
began to fade in the 105° temperatures 
just past the mid-moto mark, forming 
a tight trio of Newman, Rakestraw 
and Rhoten to argue over the first. 

With a half lap to the checkers, 
Rhoten made a daring move on 
Newman in a slight dropaway left hand 
berm and took the lead, riding it to 
the finish. Collapsed in his motorhome 
afterwards, Newman explained, "We 
went into the turn together and I took 
the berm while Rhoten took the slick 
inside and slid into me.” Rakestraw 
managed a third ahead of a steady 
Wedding and Pando ones who had a 
great come-from-the-back ride. 

The 125cc Expert moto was only a 
warm up session for Rhoten in the 
250cc Expert class. The 250s roared 
onto the starting straightaway, which 
was as long, wide and dry as the west 
Texas flatlands. Rhoten outdragged 
John Day (Yam), Mike Jones (C-A) 
and others off the start, leaving a giant 
cloud of dust and a pile of 12 downed 
riders in the first turn. 

From the other side of the great dust 
cloud, spectators saw 12 bikes emerge 
into the light one at a time. Rhoten 
never relinquished the lead during the 
moto and had Mike Jones (C-A) at his 
back fender for two laps before he 
dropped far back and DNF. From the 
second lap on, “Bionic John” Day was 
the only rider within striking distance 
of Rhoten, but closed doors, dust, 
sand roosts and excellent riding by 
Rhoten kept “Bionic John” in second 
place to the finish. 

Other than Rhoten and Day, two of 
the fastest moving people on the track 
were Mark Rakestraw (CSM Hon) and 
Ricky Blackwell (Yam), who were 
involved in the first turn dust storm. 
The top finishers were Rhoten, Day, 
Spencer, Sean O'Brien (Suz), Rake- 
straw, David McClain (Hon) and 
Blackwell. 

Rhoten stuck a foot in a hole during 
the race, rupturing some blood vessels 
with resulting swelling, discoloration, 
and a lot of pain which the Texas 
Emergency Services personnel said 
wasn't dangerous but was very painful. 
An ace wrap and ice pack were the 
order of the day. 

John Day led the Open Experts 
down the straightaway, but shut off 
earlier than Jon Kolbensvik (Mai) and 
Nick Cordova (Yam). A first lap getoff 
earned Cordova a DNF while Day took 
over the lead ahead of Kirk Spencer, a 
Yamaha-mounted Open class power- 
house, Steve Stackable (Mai), 
Kolbensvik and Chris Hipp (Yam). 
“Bionic” continued to lead and 
eventually take the win while Stackable 
tailed Spencer till he had to drop back 
and eventually DNF with a flat front 
tire.

At the checker it was Day, Spencer, 
Bobby Williams (C-A), Mitch Milson 
(C-A), Mike Bradshaw (Hus), and 
Chris Hipp (Yam), with Spencer being 
the only rider on the same lap with 
“Bionic”. 

Rhoten’s injured foot didn’t affect 
his starting style as he beat 125cc 
Experts Randy Sullivan (Hon), Mark 
Rakestraw (Hon), Mel Newman (Mug) 
and others out of the hole Sunday. 
Newman, who finished second in the 
first moto, got off and back up in 
fourth from last place. Riding like a 
rocket to catch the leaders, he was 
moving through traffic when he 
stepped off hard once again. This time 
he injured himself and was forced to 
retire. 

Once Rakestraw got by Sullivan on 
the second lap, he began to move up 
on Rhoten and on lap seven, Rhoten 
came around in second place with 
banners decorating his rear wheel. 
During the moto, the CSM duo put 20 
seconds plus on the rest of the riders as 
they fought for the lead. Rakestraw 
led for five more laps till they swapped 
the lead once again. 

Coming toward the finish with a 
half lap to go, Rhoten and Rakestraw 
tangled in the same spot where Rhoten 
took the lead from Newman Saturday. 
Rhoten went wide in the dip turn and 
Rakestraw tried to go under and they 
bumped as they exited the dip. Rhoten 
had the advantage and Rakestraw 
chased him to the 180 degree turn in 
th signal area just before the finish 
where he tried a last-ditch pass by 
diving under Rhoten and making a 
real tight turn. Still with a slight 
advantage, Rhoten exited the turn 
and closed the door on Rakestraw, 
who had nowhere to go but down. 
Rhoten rolled across the finish in 
front, Rakestraw picked up and 
restarted with plenty of time for 
second place while Derek Wedding 
(Yam), David Jones (Suz), Randy 
Sullivan (Hon), and Dennis Brand 
(Yam) followed. 

Ricky Blackwell (Yam) stole the 
250cc Expert holeshot ahead of 
Rhoten, Spencer, Rakestraw and Day. 
When they completed one lap, 
Spencer had the lead by four seconds 
over Rakestraw and Blackwell while 
Rhoten came around in seventh place. 
Day and Rhoten began to pass people 
in the next few laps as Day took the 
lead at the quarter-moto mark and 
Rhoten moved up on Rakestraw in 
fourth. 

At midmoto, Day fell when his tires 
washed out in a turn, giving Rhoten 
the lead and put Spencer on Day's tail 
before he got going again. When they 
crossed the finish line, Rhoten led Day 
by two seconds as Spencer, Rakestraw, 
Wedding, Blackwell and Sean O'Brien 
followed. With this win Rhoten made 
a clean sweep of the 125 and 250cc 
Expert classes. Mike Bugess, Rhoten’s 
mechanic, said, “There could have 
been only one thing better, the 
addition of a clean sweep in the Open 
class.” 

John Day continued to dominate the 
Open Expert class as he won easily 
over Kirk Spencer and Steve Stackable 
(Mai) who were the only riders on the 
same lap with Day at the finish.

Moto-mania at 
muggy Marysville 
MX

MARYSVILLE, KS, JULY 28 

With numerous clubs dropping 
races due to the recent heat and 
inherent dust problems, the folks 
at Marysville ran a non-scheduled 


motocross to give area riders something 
to do. Those unafraid of heat exhaus- 
tion were greeted with a dry, dusty 
track, a poor turnout and a lot of fun 
racing despite the conditions. 

Marty Kerns made short work of the 
largest class of the day with seven en- 
tries, the Mini Juniors, by taking both 
moto holeshots and pacing himself to 
the wins.

Ross was again enjoying the lead 
until the white flag when John Gilliard 
kept it wired over the big jump to fly 
by and claim the win. Ross rolled in 
second over Tony Reynolds and Winter. 

Ross snared the holeshot in the sec- 
ond moto again over Winter and 
Gilliard. Gilliard wasted no time getting 
by Winter and set his sights on the lead- 
er and got him on the next lap, the 
third. The order remained the same to 
the end but for Reynolds slipping past 
Winter for third. 

Kevin Adams, lone Open Senior, 
was allowed to run with the 250cc 
Seniors and promptly put the big 
Maico’s power to use to take the start 
of moto one over Lyle Reidy, Fred 
Traskowsky and Jon Ungerer. Adams 
and Reidy pulled away from the rest 
by the second lap with Reidy and his 
Yamaha hunting for an opening. At 
the end of the lap, Reidy dived for the 
inside and ended up on the ground 
after the Maico took out the front end. 
Reidy was up in second still but Ungerer 
was right there and took the runner-up 
spot a half lap later.

It wasn’t the usual runaway win 
for Sturgis’ Mark Larive in the 
Open TT class Saturday night 
in the final round of the Western 








South Dakota Championship race 
series. But it was a win. 

Challenging Larive all the way was 
Rapid Citian, Bill Stork. Stork 
recently won two state motocross 
championships and he put all his 
cornering skills to work in the tight 
turns of the J.C. Hoel track. But 
Larive’s thumping power saved him on 
the straights. 

If the race had been longer, things 

might have been different. Stork was 
aboard a lightweight 250cc Yamaha 
monoshock two-stroker while Larive 
pounded the turf with a much heavier 
500cc four-stroke single. While Stork’s 
machine was designed for the rough 
and tumble world of motocross racing, 
Larives bike is little more than a 
superb play bike. 
During the race, Stork would lose 
ground to Larive coming out of the 
infield’s twisty bits as Larive 
thundered away. But Larive had to 
hang tight to keep Stork from getting 
by him. Stork would dive into the 
infield attempting to cut under Larive 
as Mark struggled with the heavier 
bike, then Larive would block Stork 
with the sheer bulk of the bigger bike. 

Stork made several attempts at 
passing Larive on the jump ramp, but 
Larive held on and stayed just enough 
ahead to hold the lead going into the 
final two turns of the infield course. It 
was an edge that made the difference. 

Stork didn’t go home empty 
handed, however. Besides taking 
second to Larive in the Open TT he 
garnered the win in the 250 TT race, 
beating the Conrad boys, Rex and 
Darren, in the process. Rex had a 
pretty fair evening, taking second and 
third-place trophies in the short track 
races in addition to his second in the 
250 TT. 

Other Sturgis riders posting good 
showings, in addition to Larive who 
also won the 125cc Expert short track 
race, were Pat Schieffer, Corey Brink, 
Doug Duane and Matt Burge. e
